TRAIN HELD 


Sensational Robbery on 
the Santa Fe Pacitic, 


West-bound Passenger Express 
Looted and Wrecked. 


Safe Blown Up with Dynamite 
and Fireman Killed. 


Cars Telescoped and Some of Them 
Burned—Fate of Passengers as 
Yet Unknown—Dastardly Crime 
Near Grant’s Station. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT] 

ALBUQUERQUE (N. Nov. 6.— 
The boldest and.apparently the most 
successful hold-up in the history of the 
Santa Fé Pacific Railroad occurred to- 
night at about 9 o’clock near Grant’s 
Station. 

The regular passenger iinin reached 
Grant’s about thirty minutes late, and 
} consisted of mail, baggage car,’an ex- 
press car, a day coach, a chair car and 
two sleepers. On going to the water 
tank at a siding two miles east of 
Grant’s, known as Saints, 
was taken possession of by the ban- 
dits, the party. being supposed to con- 
sist of four men, as no more than that 
number were seen. 

After securing the train, one of ‘the 
men took the engine and another mem- 
ber of the party cut the train in two 
just ahead of the day coach, and the 
engine and the attached carts were 
taken half a mile farther east.. At the 
point where the express car was cut 
off the messenger was ordered out of 
the car. and none but the robbers went. 
on ahead. 

As soon as the tpain was cut, Conduc- 
tor Aldrich walked to Grant’s Station 
and sent a message to Sheriff Hub- 
bell of this county, saying ‘‘Train No. 
2.held up at Grant’s. Robbers have 
taken possession @f train and run east 


about a mile and a half. They were 
| blowing up the safe in the express ear. 


just as I started to wats back to the 
statioh. They had no horses, but it is 
likely they had horses near where they 
stopped the train.” 

About the same time a message was 
received from Division Superintendent 
Hibbard at Gallup, saying: “Our No. 2 
held up at Grant’s. Can’t say re- 
sult. of ihe robbery, but express has 
been blown up and operator at Grant’s 
thinks it is being burned, as he sees 
fire in the direction of the train. 
Please send posse to pursue robbers.” 

In response to these messages train 
No. 1 from the east was taken by 
Sheriff Hubbell and Deputy Fornoff. 
who are now on their way to the 
scene. - 

A later message says that after ‘the 
robbers had blown up the safe in the 
express car and looted it, the engine 


| and cars were abandoned and ran back 


into the cars left standing on the 
track. It is presumed tnat they wan- 
tonly reversed the engsne and sent it 
back to make a complete wreck and 
block the track. If such were the in- 
tentions, they were entirely successful, 
for the express-car, the day coach and 
chair car were telescoped, afterward 
‘taking fire ard being totally destroyed. 
The baggage in the baggage car was 
all taken out before the fire reached it. 

There has as yet been no word re- 
ceived that would indicate any loss. of 
life or bodily injury, but the question 


rives from the scene. 

A later report reaches here of a 
rumor that when Engineer Henry Mc- 
Carty was ordered from his engine, 
Fireman Henry Abel was taken on 
ahead by the robbers, and was killed 
by the explosion when they blew up 
the safe. No train will reach here be- 
fore 3 o’clock.

COLUMBUS (0.,) Nov. 6.—The only 
important development in the status 
of the rew General Assembly today was 
the decision in the Wood county case, 
which once more removes that county 
from the doubtful list to the Republican 
column. The court instructed the elec- 
tion supervisors of Wood county to 
canvass the returns from the disputed 
precincts, which gives the election to 
Capt. O. P. Norris, the Republican can- 
didate for Representative by 31 plu- 
rality. This news was received by 
Chairman Nash of the Republican 
State Committee with evident satisfac- 
tion, though it was not different from 
what he had expected. The decision 
had a significance which could no be 
expressed, inasmuch as it put an end 
to the talk of other contests on the 
same ground. Chairman Nash does not 
believe the case will be appealed by 
the Democrats, since the law in the 
case is plain. 

There was some talk of an injunc- 
tion against the supervisors, but it was 
not confirmed. Should no. further 
changes be made, the Republicans will 
have five majority on joint ballot, as 
claimed by Chairman Nash. 

The headquarters of the Democratic 
State Committee at the Great Southern 
was being dismantled today, only one 
room being retained for the use of Sec- 
retary Karb and Allen O. Myers. In 
an interview today Mr. Myers ‘said: 
‘The situation is the same now as it 
was Wednesday morning. Thé Demo- 
crats have the Senate by a majority of 
two. The House stands 58 Republican 
to 51 Democrats. McConnville will go 
on claiming until he~ goes back to 
Washington, but he won't do any good.

DELEGATES AT WASHINGTON :AF- 
FIX THEIR SIGNATURES. 


Contents of the Document Will not: 
Re Made Pablic Till it {s Trans- 
mitted to the Senate for Ratifi- 
cation or Rejection. 


_ [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] | 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—A conven- 
tion between the United States, Rus- 
sia. and Japan, looking to the joint 
protection of the seais was signed at 
the State Department today at 12:15 
p.m. It, will require the ratification 
of the Senate to become effective. 

The signing of the treaty took place 
in the large diplomatic room at. the 
State Department, and was attended 
by the usual formality. The delegates 
of the various govérnments assembled 
an hour and a half before the hour 
appointed for the formal signing of the 
document, and were met Gen. 
Foster. The preliminaries were dis- 
posed of, and the delegates were ubliged 
to leave the departments for short visits 
to their legations to obtain seals and 
papers of authorization that were nec- 
essary. 

Finally, at noon, all was ready, and, 
led by Gen. Foster, the delegates 
passed into the diplomaric room and 
took their places at the long. table.

tates, Messrs. Foster, Hamlin and

harge Matsui, Fuijiti and Mitsikuri. 
Secretary Sherman was not present, 
as the government was fully repre- 
sented. After the treaty had been 
carefully inspected, the signatures were 
attached. 

The first signatures were those of 
Messrs. Foster, Hamlin and Jordan, 
and the o.hers were attached in order 
aceording to.the particular copy of 
the document held by the delegates. 
There were three copies of this, one for 
each nation represented, and the dele- 
gates of each nation signed their own 
copy first. The sealing of the docu- 
ments was attended to by Mr. de Wo- 
mant, the Charge @’ Affairs of the Rus- 
ison government, and William Gwynne, 
an expert in this line, wno’ has sealed 
almost every treaty negoriated here 
since the treaty of Washington. 

With the affixing or tne seals in 
wax, the formalities were concluded, 
and there was an exchange of congratu- 
lations over the consummaiion of the 
work. 

The text of the treaty will not be 
given cut by the State Department un- 
til final ratifications are exchanged. 
As the document must go to the Sens 
ate for its approval, custom requires 
that it be withheld from publication 
in this manner. It is said, however, 
by those eoncerned, that the general 
purpose of the treaty has been already 
outlined in the press, and it is likely 
that the only further interest is as to 
the exact nature of the additional re- 
strictions to “be imposed upon pelagic 
sealing.

Wife Murder and Attempted Suicide 
; at Sacramento—Englishmen Com- 
ing Over to Adjust Central 
Pacific Finances. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.]} 


FRESNO, Nov. 6.—[Special Dispatch.] 
The rainstorm of today, though 
amounting to only a small fraction of 
an inch, came just at a time to destroy 
the last of the raisins in this county. 
Three days ago the second crop and all 
the later pickings of the first crop 
Were on the trays and required two 
weeks of fine weather to dry tnem. The 
result is that, notwithstanding the usual 
warnings from the Weather Bureau, a 
number of growers who. hai picked 
late’ were caught by this afternoon’s 
cold rain and their last hopes ruined, 
Every drying-house in the county has 
been taxed to its full capacity since 
the last storm, and the amount of the 
crop in jeopardy today was 25 per cent. 
This is practically lust, as nothing 
remains but to send the half-driel rai- 
sins to wineries and distilleries as scon 
as possible. The total loss has not 
been figured out as yet in dollars and 
cents, but it will be quite considerable, 
and will fall severely on small grow- 
ers. One of these had 600 trays out 
fn the field when the rain’ came on to- 
day. 


CENTRAL PACIFIC FINANCES. 


Two English Stockholders Coming 
Over to Adjust Them, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 6.—The Ex- 
aminer will say: “News has been 
received at Southern Pacific headquar- 
ters here that F. G. Banbury and J. 
B. Akroyd, two prominent — leaders 
among the London stockholders of the 
Central Pacific, are arranging to make 
a trip to California within the next. 
thirty days. Practically all of the for- 
eign holders of Central stock have 
given these gentlemen authority to 
act for them, and their contemplated 
visit is considered by the railroad peo- 
ple as of great significance.

TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


Steffan Baumann Murders His Wife 
and Attempts Suicide. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SACRAMENTO, 6.—Shortly 
after 1 o’clock this afternoon Steffan 
Baumann shot and killed his. wife in 
their home at No. 323 N street, and then 
fired a shot into/his own head. He was 
lying beside his wife on the floor of 
the kitchen when the-~neighbors en- 
tered the house, with the pistol by his 
side. He is alive and will recover, un- 
less blood poisoning sets in, as’ the 
bullet merely crashed through the 
bones of the right jaw, and he ejected 
the bullet from his mouth. His wife 
was shot in the temple and died in- 
stantly. 

The couple had two children, but both 
were absent at the time, and there was 
no witness to the crime. Baumann 
formerly kept a hotel Known as the Old 
William Tell House, but failed, and 
since then has eked out a poor exist- 
ence as barkeeper and waiter. He has 


also been drinking heavily. He has 
been also very jealous of his wife, and 
this is believed to have been the prime 
cause of his act. His thirteen-year-old 
son and ten-year-old daughter left the 
house an hour before the tragedy, and 
they say that at the time there were 
no indications of trouble between their 
parents. 

When shot down, Mrs Baumann had 
a coffee pot and dish cloth in her 
hands, as if she were clearing up the 
kitchen after the.noon meal. 

Baumann is in the Receiving Hos- 
pital, but _is able to walk about. He 
refuses to talk, however. None of the 
neighbors seem to know much of their 


rhood but a couple of weeks. 


FARMERS’ INSTITUTE. 
Wine Fermentation and Other Top- 
ics of Interest Discussed. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS-DAY REPORT. ] 
SAN JOSE, Nov. 6.—The meeting 
of the Farmers’ Institute was largely 
attended. Prof. A. P. Hayne of the 
State University delivered an address 
on “Control of Wine Fermentation ana 
Special Ferments.’’ In rene course of 
his address he said that a vast part 
of all the wine produced in California 
is “doctored,” and that much of the 
material used for this purpose is 
petsally poison. He referred to the act 
of the last Legislature making such 
docioring a misdemeanor, and confis- 
cating the wine so treated. This bill, 
he said, was vetoed by the Governor 
through the influence and pressure of 
the wine men, who claimed that it 
would confiscate one-half of all the 
wine made in the State. Prof. Hayne 
said the kind of wine produced could 
b2 determined by the fermentation, and 
that this could be largely controlled by 
the maker. 

The institute closed this afternoon. 
The last paper was by J. A. Filcher, 
secretary of the State Board of ‘Trade.

Products.” 


ANXIETY FOR WHALERS, 


Sam Will be Asked to Send 
Relief to the Arctic. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 6.—The fact 
that eight whaling vessels are nipped 
in the ice at Point Barrow, with nearly 
two hundred souls on board, is creat- 
ing widespread feelings of apprehen- 
Sion all along the coast. and particu- 
Jarly among merchants engaged in*' 
the whaling business and among 
sailors and their families. The anxiety 
has become so great that the trustees 
of the Chamber of Commerce have de- 
termined to hold a meeting for the 
purpose ef formulating a telegraphic 
dispatch to be sent’to the President of 
the United States, urging him to dis- 
patch a relief expedition to their res- 
cue at the earliest nossible moment.

STATE FRUIT-GROWERS. 


An Important Convention to Be 
Held at Sacramento, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SACRAMENTO, Nov. 6.—The State 
Fruit Growers’ Convention, which meets 
in this city November 16, promises to 
be one of the largest gatherings of 
horticulturists ever held in this State. 
The convention, which will be held un- 
der the auspices of the State Board of, 
Horticulture, in the Senate chamber of 
the Capitol, will be open to all who are 
interested in fruit culture and kindred 

pursuits. There is no membership. 

The question of fruit marketing and 
transportation will occupy part of the 
time of the convention, which will be 
in session for four days.

BURIED TREASURE. 


Lucre of a San Jose Pioneer Being 
Unearthed.

SAN JOSE, Nov. 6.—In July, 1895, 
Elisha Frost, an old pioneer, died, leav- 
ing a big estate. At that time Er- 
win Frost, a son, intimated that there 
had been foul play, and that his 
father had been poisoned.

There 
was found poison, 
that the foreign substance had been 
used as a medietne. 

The matter was dropped after a 
great deal had been printed. The son 
charged that his father had buried on 
various premises which he owned $40- 
000 in coin. He attempted to dig for 
this, but was stopped by some of the 
other heirs. chiefly the widow, his 
mother. 

Now it develops that the son was 
right. Mrs. Sarah Weisman and Mrs. 
William Viater, who were formerly 
the widow® of the deceased, under 
exumination today, confessed that 
money had been found. Under search- 
ing cuestions, they confessed to se- 
curing $6000. This they had not pre- 
viously accounted for. When the o!d 
pioneer was dying, papers were found 
on his person. There were several 
notes addressed to various members of 
the family. The notes told the per- 
sons addressed to look.at a poini so 
many teet away from a stone building, 
or tree, or other object, and there 
“find ——. Make good use of it.” In 
this way che executrixes say they lo- 
cated the coin. 

The son says the money was gen- 
crally buried in thousand-dollar ots, 
twenty-dollar gold coins being put in 
pipes of lead. He insists that $40.000 
is so buried, and that he has prcof 
of it.

Hale and Norcross Officials Mildly 
Cinched by the Conrt.

SAM FRANCISCO, Nov. 6.—Judge 
Daingerfield today rendered his decision 
in the case of the Hale & Norcross 
mining stock sold by the secretary of 
the company in defiance of an order of 
court enjoining the sale. Martin W. 
Fox, president of the company, and R. 
U. Collins, secretary of the company, 
have each been adjudged guilty of con- 
tempt and fined $100, with the alterna- 
tive of five days in jail. 

In the application to Judge Dainger- 
field for the punishment of Fox and 
Collins for contempt, it was set forth 
that the annual meeting of the stock- 
holders of the Hale & Norcross Silver 
Mining Company was held on the lith 
day of March, 1897; The president cf 
the company, Martin W. Fox, would 
not allow 88,856,718 shares of stock be- 
longing to the parties opposed to him 
to be voted, and declared the stock- 
holders’ meeting adjourned without de- 
lay. Such action by Fox, it was 
claimed, perpetuated in office the old 
trustees who were friendly to Fox. On 
March 19, 1897, an action was brought 
to restrain Fox, Collins and other di- 
rectors from selling 22,229% shares of 
stock belonging to certain parties. op- 
posed to Fox. 

An injunction was duly issued and 
served on Fox, Collins and others. On 
August 14, 1897, while the injunction 
was in force, the defendants, Fox and 
sold this 22,229% shares of 
stock.

An Explosion of Distillate Oil Sat- 
urates the Unfortunate Man’s

Charles H. Purvis, 24 years of age, 
was literally cooked by burning oil last 
night at the corner of College and 
Pearl streets. He was removed to the 
Receiving Hospital, where, at an early 
hour this morning, he was not expected: 
to live. xe 
Purvis worked with his father for 
the Hoff Bros.’ Oil 
father, Robert Purvis, is night arillér,” 
and young-Purvis acted as helper. The 
two started to work on a well at the 
corner of College and Pearl streets as 
usual last night. About 9 o'clock, Mr. 
Purvis told his son to gather up some 
tools lying abeut and store them in 
the toolhouse, a small 10x14 shanty 
near the well. Young Purvis carried 
a torch. The oil in the torah can was 
running low, and he coneluded to fill 
it. A five-gallon can of distillate oil, 


the toolhouse, and from this Purvis 
started to draw the oil necessary. An 
explosion followed, and the contents of: 
the five-gallon can were distributed 
over the clothes of the Unfortunate 
man. He ran out of the burning 
shanty, calling to—his_father for help. 
The elder Purvis commanded him to lie, 
down and roll, 
started to ruh. His father seized 
bucket of Water Standing near by ona 
started in pursuit.

ing; there were many who stood ready to 
take up anything offered at what they be- 
lieved to be bargain figures, at the same 
»time being careful not to allow the desire of 
acquisition to interfere with due discretion. 
On the whole, the conditions of the real es- 
tate market were by these four pronounced 


sound, and they could see nothing in sight’

There are many causes which go to explain 
these satisfactory conditions, among which 
the foliowing inay be cited as the more prom- 
inent: Tirst, the generally improved finan- 
cial and commercial condition of affairs 
throughout the entire country consequent on 
the revival in business which a protective 
tariff’ has engendered. Thousands and thou- 
sands of men who are now earning good 
wages were a year ago folding their hands in 
idleness. With the revival in business came 
abundant harvests fetching good prices.

Holders know what they have a right 
to expect, and purchasers know what they 
may safely give. 

In addition to these general tatiges there 
are others.of a more intimate relation, so far 
as Los Angeles is concerned. It is now known, 
notwithstanding the tedious delays, that a 
harbor at San Pedro will be constructed, and 
that when built it will practically make Los 
Angeles a seaport town. The completion of 
the railroad to Salt Lake City, opening up 
an iminense and fich territory tributary to 
Los Angeles, is another great work that will 
in due course materialize. There is also the 


existing satisfactory state of 


approaching completion of the Southern Pa-. 


cific coast line to San Francisco via Santa 
Barbara. In addition to all these there is 
the more-than possibility that the San Joaquin 
Railroad will eventually find its southern ter- 
minus at Los Angeles. These various and 
large projects have had and will continue to 
have an immediate bearing and influence on 
property valucs in this city; pointing, as they 
do, “ta-the one distinct result—that Los An- 
geles must necessarily become a great and 
prosperous city. 

There is one other factor which is con- 
stantly playing its part in these matters and 
to a good purpose.

{[Argonaut:] The daily papers are not 
content with plastering pictures over 
their pages, most of which are super- 
fluous and all of which are bad. They 
have now ‘devised all sorts of typo- 
graphic freaks with which to disfigure 
the pages already defaced by poor pic- 
tures. It has become a matter of ex- 
treme difficulty to pursue the .vindings 
of an article in and out of the pictures 
and over to the inner pages where (its 
ramifications generally terminate. For, 
according to the ‘‘new journalism,’’ it 
is necessary to begin all the news fea- 
tures on the first page with a whoop 
and a howl, allowing them to trickle 
out like stale treacle on the inside 
pages. But this desire to get every- 
thing “featured” on the first nage has 
brought about the condition which 
makes the daily papers look like pic- 
ture puzzles, As if to add to the confu- 
sion, some inspired editorial idiot has 
now devised a plan of inclosing in 
borders all sorts of stories, scraps of 
interviews, sayings of individuals more 
or less obscure and the flotsam and 
jetsam generally of the news of the 
day. There is thus made up a sort of 
journalistic remnant-counter or news- 
paper rag-bag, whieh is surrounded 
with variegated black borders of:vary- 
ing’ degrees of hideousness, and 
around which must coil and curl and 
convulate the genuine news of the day.

KILLED HIS CHUM. 


DIVELY SHOT BY IRWIN 


NIEMEYER, 


CARL 


In Company with Another Lad 
Dively and Niemeyer Try the 
Merits of a Rifle — Death of 
Dively the Result. 


Carl Dively, 16 years of age, was shot 
and instantly killed by fourteen-year- 


old Irwin Niemeyer yesterday after- 


noon in McNeil’s Caficn, near Sycamore 
Grove. The shooting is thought to 
have been accidental. 

Last Saturday Carl and Irwin, who 
were chums, found a 38 caliber Win- 
chester rifle standing against a tree in 
Eagle Rock Valley. They first saw the 
rifle about 3 o'clock in the afternoon, 
but thinking ite had been temporarily 
left at that place by a hunter they let 
it alone. When they returned after 
dark and found the rifle still there, the 
boys appropriated it. Since that time 
both lads -had been doing odd chores 
for small amounts, and yesterday, just 
a Week after the. finding of the rifle, 
their united capital was found ade- 
quate for the end in view, 
purchased a box of rifle cartridges. 
John Blair, 15 years of age, was invited 
to accompany them on their trial trip 
with the rifle, and he accepted. The 
three took turns at firing the. rifle, 
shooting at Whatever made a good tar- 
get. 

Some one suggested McNeil’s Cafion, 
and they started in that direction. 
About half a mile from the Terminal 
Railway track, up the cafion, is a de- 
serted slaughter house, formerly run 
by McNeil. The boys” reached the 
building about 3 o'clock. An old tin 
wash basin was naled up on the wall 
and this the lads used for a target. 
Several shots had been fired, when 
Blair, after shooting, handed the rifle 
to Niemeyer. The boy ejected the dis- 
charged cartridge, threw a fresh one 
into place, and raised the gun to his 
shoulder. Just at that instant Dively 
jumped out from the wall against which 
he had been leaning. 

“It ain’t your turn,” he remonstrated. 

Simultaneously with the remark and 
action, the rifle was discharged. The 
bullet struck the lad directly over the 
right eye, and passed through the brain 
and out of the back of the skull. With- 
out a gasp he lurched forward and then 
fell backward, dead. 3 

“T knew he was dead,” said the little 
last night. 
“How? Well, I felt that he was. I 
saw the blood gush from his forehead, 
and knew that I had killed him. I was 
terribly frightened. I thought they 
would hang me. and I wanted to run 
away. I. started to throw the rifle 
down a well near by. But Clair said we 
had better ge straight to the Police 
Station and tell the officers how it hap- 
pened.” 

Niemeyer was extremely nervous 
while speaking. He shivered convul- 
sively. His eyes wandered about the 
room, and then closed for a moment. 
“Oh!” he exclaimed with a shudder, 
“every time I close my eyes I can. see 
poor Carl lying there with the blood 
on his forehead.” 

After the shooting Blair and Nie- 
meyer ran to the East Side Police Sta- 
tion, where they reported the accident 
to Sergt. McKeag. He took the rifle. 
and, after questioning the lads, told 
The Coroner was no- 
tofied and the body was removed to J. 
R. Paul's undertaking establishment 
on Downey avenue. An inquest will be 
held today. 

The dead boy was the son of Alonzo 
Dively of No. 1046 Avenue 32. an em- 
ployé of the Capitol Milling Company. 
W. H. Niemeyer, the father of the lad 
who did the shooting, is an iron worker, 
At present he is in Mexico. The boy 
lives with his mother at No. 853 North 
Griffin avenue.

Ge A SOLID BRIDGE. 


The Santa Fé Company is trying an 
experiment on bridge building on the 
Santa Ana River, in this county, which 
promises. success in spite of all the 
friyolgus onslaughts of that stream. 
‘The eastern end of the old bridge, 
where the heaviest current runs, is be- 
ing replaced by four sixty-foot spans, 
each of solid riveted steel rib, six feet 
in depth, and resting on concrete piers 
sunk sixteen feet below the river bed. 
These piers are eleven and a half feet 
in width and thirty feet in length at 
the bottom, and five feet in width and 
sixteen feet in length at the top. They 
are of solid concrete, the formula for 
which was one barrel of cement to a 
cubic yard of mixed river sand and 
crushed lime rock. The bridge is on 
the main line to Los Angeles, between 
Orange and Anaheim, and the entire 
structure will be replaced by similar 
work, if the bed of the river gives evi- 
dence this winter of being permanently 
located. This seems to be the case, as 
the excavation for the two eastern 
spans ran into a clay subsoil, while to 
the west the hole went abruptly off into 
a bed of river gravel. Water is at 
present twenty-two feet from the sur- 
face at this point.

But Isup- 
pose that these alder operas are losing 
their popularity because there ate. re- 
ally so few singers who can do them 
justice. Loften wonder where the sing- 
ers are to come from. Ther@ Ate nore 
for the Italian operas, and there ,are 
nene Who will be able to take the 
place of ‘the singers who have_ been 
famous in the Wagner works. Where 
are’the women to come from who will 
take the places of Lilli Lehmann, The- 
resa Malten, and Rosa Sucher? There 
is none in Germany. Certainly there is} 
none in Italy. . 

“The art'of singing seems to be dead 
there, if one can judge,from the meth- 
ods of the young Italian gingers... “There 
are no teachers left there, for one 
thing, and the style of Itallan music. 
written now does not “demand” fine 
singing, as the older-operas did. After 
a year or two, in which they learn 
some operas of the old repertofre, they 
go on the stage. Then they begin to 
sing the modern Italian music, or, what 
is worse for them, the Wagner operas, 
and within a few years their voices 
are gone. But above all, it is the lack 
of good teachers that is responsible:for 
their poor training. IL was a pupil of 
the older Jiamperti, and ,.when he died 
one of the best was lost. Today I know 
of Very few women who know what the 
best methods of the old singers were, 
Adelina Patti, above every one else;is a 
singer. She khows all about the art 
that can be, taught. Marchesi is a 
great teacher, and so is Artot-Padailla. 
But there are so few teachers now that 
the absence of well-trained. singers is 
not surprising. One need think only. of. 
the work that used to be necessary -to 
see the- difference now. Formerly years 
of study were necessary, now within a@ 
few months a girl.thinks that she fs 
ready .to begin her career. If. she has 
a great voice, then succes® is pessttile 
in the heavier Wagner roles. They 
need no singing; all that is necessary 
for them is plenty of voice. But the 
woman who would sing Elsa, Elisa- 
beth, Senta or Era, must know how to 
sing.’”’

Sembrich has of recent years appeared 
only on the continent., Three! or four 
months of the winter season have been 
spent in St..Petersburg.

[Musical Courier:] The Fufuka-Ga}* 
of Tokio has an interesting article on 
the present condition of music in Japan. 
Its description of the national Japanese 
orchestra makes one long to visit Japan. 
It consists of eight young ladies,’ 
who from childhood are trained for the 
profession. They wear a particular \ 
dress with pink pajamas,.and their 
hair, instead of being bound up in the 
ordinary fashion so well known to us’ 
from pictures, is left to float loose over 
their shoulders. Such bands are found 
in all parts of the country and ane very 
popular, not only among the people, but 
the nobles, in whoge palaces they ar@ 
often invited to perform. - 

But like our own -negro -minstrels 
these native performers are being 
crowded out by imported high-pficec 
labor and the prevailing fashion for 
everything European, which the Jap- 
anese in their simplicity fancy is civ- 
ilization. The Imperial Orchestra is 
under the direction of a German named 
Eckel, who is trying to organize it into 
an institution resembling a German 
school of music. He has a hard task, 
as the places in the orchestra are hered- 
itary. The Military Music School is 
under a native, Hirosima Furaja, who 
was sent by the government to. study

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ULES CLARETIE, the first French 
dramatic critic, has written a !et- 
ter from Paris to the London ‘Ath- 
enacum, in which he_ tells some 
wholesome truths about the gloomy 
hopeless introspective piays which be- 
long to the English stage, as well as 
the French. There is plenty of room 
for a reform ifi this respect, both in 
England and America. He says: 
“Only yesterday 1 was talking with 
a young dramatist, one of the leaders 
in his own generation, one of the mas- 
ters of tomorrow, or even, I might say. 
of tcday. He has a new comedy in 
hand for this winter, marked by virt- 
tucus tendencies, or, at any rate, more 
or less respectable. Ue enjoyed tell- 
ing me that he hoped for a great suc- 
cess (quite apart from that eternal 
hope which all authors have cherished 


for all comedies: since comedies and 
heaters .came into being,) this 
ground. The public, our French pub- 


lic, seems to haye taken a complete 
aversion to. unsympathetic, bitter, pes- 
simistic pieces—works which are as 
aimless as they are violent—and to be 
returning to sentimental and quite sim- 
ple productions, as epicures to a joint 
oly niutton, 
“Are We growing more virtuous? To 
this question he replied, ‘I, know noth- 
ing about that, but I do know the 
masses are tired of pieces which are 
intentionally sember and gloomy— 
works on which the theaters have sub- 
sisted—more or less badly, nu doubt— 
for some considerable time.’ 
“The reaction was inevitable. We 
have too many rogues and ‘sluts on the 
stage. This evil and, in the main, in- 
sipid crew has ended by tiring us out, 


is hard-to get in this .world,) at any 
rate, something which shall be some- 
else! 

The success of ‘La Vie de Boheme’ 
is congenial from this point of view. 
Henry Murger’s play is antiquated, no 
doubt, and in altogether 


unskillful and childish; but we find it 
on revival, in spite of its defects and 
its clumsiness, to fretain a charming 
odor of youth and aneartless vigor 
Which carries everythingwbefore 
Laughter and tears, these are the sole 
resources ot the stage to captivate the 
audience. All the rules, all the 
plrélosuyphies in the world can impart 
no further secret. Musette laughs 
and Mimi cries. There is not much

“That is why, when Murger’s heroes 
sing ‘Youth Exists but Once’ the youths 
come to listen to them as if it were the 
refrain of their natural joyousness, 
while the old, too, prepare to under> 
stand them, as if it were the echo of 
the strains they once sang. 

“That these idiotic young men have 
read neither Schopenhauer nor Neitz- 
sche; that they are senseless and im- 
probable; that their morals are more 
liberal than the ‘two moralities’ for- 
merly invented by a ble, and philoso-

pher—all this-is possible,/and I grant 
it; but the young playwright who spoke 
to me is right; there is a reaction in 
the public taste, and the success at the 
Vaudeville of a pleasant comédie de 
genre entitled ‘Jalousie’ is a further 
proof of the fact.

The object of the 
Work is, to point out the way to secure 
that most desirable of all ends, happi- 
hess, and to call attention “to uses of 
energy, points of view, habits of 


thought and habits of action, that made 
fer happiness in some persons in some

Another prominent object of the au- 
thor is to teach the reader how wt 
eliminate the element of fear frem ihe 
soul. The term ‘“‘fearthought” is an ex- 
pression ‘‘coined by the author in or- 
der, if possible by suggestion, to sep- 
arate from divinely erdained fore- 
thought any element of apprehension 
or weakness that might be masquerad- 
ing under the name of forethougnt in 
the minds of the unthinking.” He 
shows very clearly the influence of 
fear upon the mind in producing d's- 
ease, and reiterates the fact which has 
been so frequently observed, “that epi- 
demics owe a great deal of their rap'd 
extension and violence to the punic cf 
fear which exists among the people.” 
Again. he asserts that “the mind of 
man is constantly at werk, silently per- 
vading every tissue of his body ty its 
vital influence, repeating itself in every 
function, throbbing: in the Leart, 
breathing in the lungs, reflecting itself 
in the blood, weaving its own form into 
every act of nutrition, realizing its own 
life in every sensation, and working 
its ewn will in every motion,. The 
power of the mind over the body, in- 
deed! There is no power in the body, 
but in the mind,*fer the body is the 
mind, translated into flesh and blood.” 

The “work is one fraught with in- 
tense conviction, and filled with much 
that is new, and with wise sugges- 
tions, the truth of which the scientific 
world stands ready to concede. Sut 
the author makes plain the wide dis- 
tinction existing between forethought 
and fearthought, and the necessity of 
elminating the latter from our lives 
if we would secure the happiness 
which it was intended that man should 

enjoy in this life. Summoning the 
matter up, he says: 

“Education can do much, but it is 
useless to expect the total eradication 
of fear without the aid and guidance 
of the religious principle. Fear is the 
cry of the wounded self-hood for some- 
thing he has suffered or lost, ‘cr is 
aboout to lose. Perfect love casteth

A Mental Study, 


WHAT MAISIE KNEW. _ By Henry 
gece iChicago: Herbert S. .Stone 
Co. 


The accuracy, the cleverness and the 
insight of this latest mental study of 
Henry James's is not to be for a mo- 
ment questioned, yet granting its fidel- 
ity to life, or to those unpleasant 
phases of it in whith the divorce court 
is wont to dabble, one still hesitates to 
commend anything so thoroughly un- 
pleasant as the history of the dread- 
ful, dismal, deplorable little Maisie. The 
American divorce laws have had hard 
things said and written of them de- 
servedly, and our English friends in 
particular have made rich copy of the 
infelicity of which these somewhat lax 
laws are productive. It is somewhat 
surprising that English critics do not 
resent this return thrust of ‘Mr. James, 
for “Maisie” is as severe a commentary: 
on the English method of adjusting 
unhappiness as anything ever written 
to satirize. Mr. James’s own country, 
London, however, takes ‘“‘Maisie” to its 
heart at once, and waxes fairly rhap- 
sodical in its praise. The book is a very 
naked setting forth of unpleasant 
facts, baring to inspection at the same 
time a set of unlovely and distorted 
souls, which, between them, with all 
their ability to pervert good things, are 
powerless to corrupt the curious little 
child who, tossed back and forth 
among a bewildering superfluity of 
parents and . step-parents, becomes 
only a wise and discreet little enigma 
Whom none can solve.’ Mr. James 
preaches no sermon in his book, nor is 
one necessary, for the moral is easily 
found without a pointing hand. 

Perhaps the art of the book is in its 
Systematic refraining from .comment 
on the barren and hideous facts which 
make a long array in-~- Maisie’s little 
life, yet one weakly wishes for a little 
Softening of the nakedness of it all. 
childish as one knows to be the long- 
ing for a sugar coating. The gist of 
the book is not in the adventures that 

fall therein, net in the flittings of 

aisie from one hard. unconcerned 
parent to another, nor in her curious 
relationship to her two step-parents, 
but in the effect cf all these unon the 
child's mind. It is undoubtedly a great 
study, but no less certainly not a work 
of art, though it is heresy to proclaim 
it thus in the face of the devoted 
worship of Mr. James's followers.

Literary Comment. 
A EULOGY OF SIR WALTER SCOTT 

N THIS period of rather skeptép 

treatment of the large, free style of 

Sir Walter Scott, it is worth while 
to notice the different estimate set on 
his work by Prof. George Saintsbury, 
in the biography written for the ‘“Fa- 
mous Scots” series: 

“At no time, and in no case, was 
Scott of the order of the careful, ear- 
nest miniaturists of work,-who reprint 
every stroke a hundred times, adjust 
every detail of compositions over and 
over again, and can never have done 
with reltvandling and perfecting. Nor 
did he belong to that very rare class 
whose work: seems to be, at any rate 
after a slight apprenticeship, faultless 
from the first, to whom inelegancies of 
Style, incorrect rhymes, licenses of 


produce the effect they achieve, but the 
effect of carelessness or of momentary 
inability to do what is wanted—are by 
nature or education imnpossible. His 
nature did not give him this endow- 
ment, and his education was of the 
very last sort to procure it for him. He 
himself, not out of pique or conceit, 
things utterly alien from his nature, 
still less out of laziness, but, as I be- 
lieve, what is a genuine and, what -is. 
more, a correct self-criticism, has left 
in his private writings repeated expres- 
sions of his belief that, revision and 
correction in his case not only did not 
improve the work, but were in ‘most 
cases likely to do it positive harm; that 
the spoon was made or the horn 
spoiled (to adopt gis country proverb) 
at the first draft, and once for all. I 
think this was a correct judgment, and 
I do not see that it implies any in- 
feriority on his part. It is not as if he 
ever aimed at the methods of the pre- 
cisions and failed, as if it was his de- 
sire to be a correct writer, a careful ob- 
server of proportion and construction, a 
producer of artful felicities in meter, 
*hythm, rhymes, phrase. We may yie!d 
fo no one in the delight of tracing the 
exact correspondence of strophe and 
antistrophe in a Greek chorus, the 
subtle vowel music.of a Latin hymn or 
a passage of Rossetti’s. But I cannot 
see, why, because we rejoice in these 
things, we should demand them of all 
poetry, or why, because we rejoice in 
the faultless construction of Fielding cr 
the exquisite finish of Jane Austen as 
novelist, we should despise the looser 
handling and more sweeping touch, of 
Scott in. prose. It is extremely prob- 
able that, as Mr. Balfour suggested the 
other day in unveiling the Westmin- 
ster Abbey monument, this breadth of 
touch cbtained him popularity abroad, 
nor need it impair his fame at home.”’ 


MISTAKES IN THE USE OF NE- 
GRO DIALECT. A southern corre- 
spondent of. the New York Evening 
Post writes an ihteresting letter on ne- 
gro dialect, in which he takes a num- 
ber of. writers to task for their lack of 
idiom>- 

“I find notes on a novel published in 
1881 and written by Maurice Thompson, 
calied ‘A Tallahassee Girl,’ which 
struck me as furnishing some pretty 
good examples of the kind of negro dia-. 
lect that set me to thinking. Some- 
where in the book he makes an old col- 
ored woman Say of a wedding ‘de cére-: 
mony’s "bout ter begin.’ I thought that 
very good. But the chances are that she 
said, ‘Hit’s "bout ter begin.’ No people 
have the faculty of putting things 
shorter than the plantation negroes of 
the South. The town negro gets an 
inkling of such words as ‘ceremony’ 
and uses them in place and out of 
place; but the old-fashioned country 
darky makes ‘hit’ serve for everything 
from the day of judgment to the rheu- 
matism. I met an old fellow on the 
morning after the great earthquake in 
1885 and he asked, ‘Hit skeer you last 
night, boss?’ 

“Mr. Thompson charges another of 
his characters, an old. negro man in 
whose cabin a young traveler is nursed 
through a serious illness, with saying, 
‘Jis so, if we kin help ‘im git well and 
sen’ ‘im ‘long ‘bout his natural busi- 
ness, same like udder folks, we ’es done 
our duty ez Christians.’ I hardly know 
how to deal with this sentence. It is so 
utterly foreign to anything an old, ne- 
gro would say that I cannot begin to 
say what it should have been, or how 
such an idea would have been ex- 
pressed. I don’t think a genuine old 
darky would have undertaken even to 
express such an idea. There is a great 
deal of character in negro dialect, and- 
a writer who puts false sentiment into 
a negro’s mouth displays a woeful ig- 
norance of it. Negroes-—that is, plain, 
old-fashioned, negroes—are not given to 
uttering high-sounding speeches of this 
kind. The Indian may have done it, 
but it is not in the negro’s line. 

“Julian Ralph took a trip. through 
‘Dixie’ a few years ago, and wrote a 
number of charming articles for Har- 
per’s Magazine, all of which have since 
appeared in book form. In some of 
these articles Mr..Ralph gives snatches 
of negro conversation, more by way of 
adding local color than anything else; 
for he makes no pretense, of course, to 
being a dialect writer. But he is a 
well-trained newspaper man and a. 
close observer, and his mistakes show 
how hard it is for one not born and, 
bred to the dialect to grapple with its 
subtle shades and half-shades. Mr. 
Ralph makes a negro barber say, ‘Ef 
I doan’ hab no stool.” He should have 
made chim say, ‘Ef I ain’ got no stool,’ 
and the words ‘ain’’ and ‘got’ should be 
elided and pronounced almost as though 
it was ‘aingot.’ And then he makes 
this same negro barber say, ‘Ef I got 
reduced so I had to do manual labor, 
I’d go to stealin’ fo’ I'd be a rooster 
(roustabout.) :An old-time darky of 
the ‘Uncle Remus’ type would have 
probably said, ‘Ef I got so I ha’ ter 
wuk wid my han’s,’ etc,” 


. ANANALYSISOF “THE MARTIAN.” 
The London Chronicle decides that 
“The Martian” is outside all canons of 
literary art. “The story has no co- 
hesion, but is told as a series of remi-. 
niscences, memoirs of the old-fash- 
ioned, rambling kind, for which the 
biographer of Barty Josselin, in’ the 
midst of endless digressions and par- 
entheses, is continually apologizing, as 
who should say, ‘Kind friends, don’t 
be too hard on an old man’s garrul- 
rity!’ After citing a rather absurd 
part of the story, the reviewer goes 
on: “That Du Maurier was quite alive 
to the incredible silliness of this story 
is plain from his attempts to burlesque 
his own fantasy. He did not mind mak- 
ing his Egeria-Martia ridiculous when 
he perceived that he could not make 
her plausible. But apparently he did 
not see the absurdity of piling up eulo- 
gies of Josselin as novelist, philosopher 
and -controversilist, without giving us 
any real inkling of this manifold emi- 
nence. The consequence is th from 
the moment Josselin begins to write he 
becomes an unmitigated bore. As a 
boy he has an amazing charm, but his 
manhood, in spite of the devilry of 'a 
handsome young guardsman who occu- 
pies a second floor in S&.. James's street, 
is mere sawdust. Here i@ no painting 
of manners, but a melancholy jumble 
of marionets by the most artless novice 
who ever put pen to paper. If this 
volume of 470 pages had been reduced 
by one-half, amd if the author had been 
content to label his bundle of anecdotes 
‘Barty Jdsselin’s Boyhood,’ he would 
have achieved an original and even 
startling success.

POEMS BY GEORGE MEREDITH. 
Admirers of the novelist who above all 
other English writers of the present 
day appeals largely to a cult will ac- 
cept this volume‘ of “Sélected Poems,” 
issued by Charles Scribner’s Sons, as a 
fresh proof of his genius. Lest some 
who have been frightened from his 
novels by enigmatical sentences/ hesi- 
tate to venture upon his publications 
in verse, it is well to say that there are 
but few of the pecularities which. dis- 
tinguish his prose works to be found in 
these easy-flowing, exquisite lines. A 
master of language, meter and rhythm 
have lent him aid rather than Hindered 
him in description. Where can be found 
a more complete picture than in these 
nine words taken from the poem, “The 
Lark Ascending:”’ | 

- Where ripple ripple overcurls 
And eddy into eddy whirls, 

The comparison is between the notes 
of the lark and the woodland waters. 
The entire poem deserves to be placed 
in juxtaposition with Shelley’s immor- 
tal linés. ‘‘Love in the Valley” in- 
troduces h@man character with as 
swift and true a pen as that which 
records the keen observation of in- 
animate nature. The four lines here 
quoted might serve as a summary of 
half the heroines of fiction: 

Shy as the squirrel! that leaps among th? p:ne 
ops 


Wayward as the swallow overhead at set of 
sun, 
-She. whom I love is hard to catch and con- 
‘quer, 
Hard, but O the glory of the winning were 
e won!

It was the 
first put in the Capitol, and is the one 
designed exclusively for Senators; and 
during’ the sessions of the Senate, none 
but Senaters and. newspaper . corre- 
spondents use it. It has been slower 
than justice in equity; even slower 
than the Senate in legislation. In~ all 
these years it has never béen improved 
‘upon, because its slowness suited the 
.Senate. It corresponded to the tem- 
perament of the dignified statesmen 
-who have been raised by it deliberately 
from one floor to another. Its removal 
marks: an epoch in the history of the 
Senate—the punctuation point to close 

a period. 

The new life and virility which the 
new States have sent to the Senate are 
thus disclosed. A quicker circulation 
tof the blood, a hastier step, a more en- 
-ergetic purpose,: impatient of delay, is 
awakened by the appearance of new 
men, and by the passing of those old 
and sedate Senators who have hereto- 
fore given a peculiar character to that 
body.

‘tremely slow—in coming in response to 
his call, but would declare that it 
moved quite fast enough when he got 
on it. What he wanted was a vehicle 
which would appear at once, with a 
bound .from below or a sudden fall 
from the floor above, the instant he 
-_touched the button, but which, as soon 
as he was safely on, would move de- 
‘liberately and with easy motion in 
the desired direction. 

The first step toward accommodating 
the more energetic men was to put in 
‘another part of the building a public 
elevator which would move somewhat 
faster. This unfortunately compelled 
Senators who wanted to hurry to take 
their chances with the crowd of plain 
citizens with the possibility of having 
to wait. The annoyance of. this ren- 
‘dered an improvement in the old ele- 
vator inevitable. 

Happily, the inventive genius of } 
America is: equal even to the eccentric 
requirements of our Senators. The new 
elevator will respond to a whim. By 
touching one electric button it can be 
made to go slow enough to rival its 
_predecessor. By touching another it 
can be made to tumble or to jump at 
the rate of 250 feet per minute. A 
dream will be realized. When a Sena- 
tor in the basement sounds a call, the 
elevator may drop instantly from the 
gallery and land gently at his feet, like 
a hawk tumbling from the clouds upon 
its prey. ‘Then it can hoist him as 
slowly and deliberately as his fancy di- 
rects. ‘The only trouble will arise when 

a slow Senator and.a fast Senator get 
oo together, or when a slow Senator 
happens to be on board when achurry- 
up call is sounded on another floor. 
These things may lead to some con- 


fusion and a little irritation.

OW little we know of all the differ- 
ent phases of real life even here in 
our own city. We see it upon the

The little 
children’s faces were woe-begone and 
old beyond their years, and there was 
not a trace of the vivacity of happy 
childhood about them. It was pitiful! 

And the . mother! Her eyes were 
heavy and dull as if all the light’ in 
them had .been washed out by tears. 
The husband was lazy and worthless, a 
human ‘beast, was a long 
Struggle with want and wretchedness. 
Bare floors, broken furniture, dilapi- 
dated curtains, ragged garments and 
coarse food,’ lack of sympathy and 
pleasant companionship, these were the 
environment of those wretched lives. 
And what wonder that they were dark 
-and hopeless? Would it be any marvel 
if by and by crime should be born 
there as the legitimate companion of 
discontent and want? I think not.

Any one may’ become ‘a member by 
giving two new garments a yeam A 
member obtaining contributions from 
ten cr more persons (or the equivalent, 
twenty-two garments,) becomes a di- 
rector, with the privilege of a vote in 
the distribution of garments. 

Only one meeting a year is required. 

The guild is non-sectarian, and in 
forming a branch a representative from 
each denomination should, if possible. 
be included among the officers, that all 
churches and circles may be reached.

THE GUELPH FUND. 


Report That Sheaporer William Has 
. Squandered It. 


{Buffalo Commercial:] The following 
dispatch from Bertin was published a 
few days ago in “ne American 
newspapers: 

“An immense sensation has been 
created here, alst in the various Ger- 
man capitals and at Vienna, by the 
announcement, on most reliable author- 
iiy, of the fact that Emperor William 
has appropriated and squandered in 
personal extravagance what has until 
now been Known as the Guelph fund, 
gmounting to $15,000 

This bit of political gossip, ‘if well 
founded, might well make _ talk in 
European capitals and afford the 
watchful critics of the Emperor Wil- 
liam material for fresh attacks, veiled 
in Germany, open in other countries. 
Whether it is true or merely one of 
the sensational stories made up of a 
grain of truth to a pound of malicious 
exaggeration, it doves nut particularly 
concern American readers. It is one 
of those stories that decidedly need 
confirmation. But it is well to note the 
scandal in passing, and also to recall 
the facts about the famous “Guelph 
fund.”’ 

This fund dates back ‘hirty-une sears 
to 1866 ,when the kingdom of Hanover, 
which sided with Austria in th’ war of 
that year, was occupied and annexcd 
by Prussia. At that time it was ex- 
pressly stipulated that the private for- 
tune of the blind King of Hanover 
should he restored to him, the crown 
property: remaining in the hends: cf 
Prussia. At the last minuce, however, 
Prince Bismarck gcharged George 
with intriguing to recover his throne, 
and declared that the fortune wovld 
he held in trust by the Prussian crown 
for the ex+King and his heir witil 
either the one or the cther should 


acknowledge the legality of the annex- 


ation of Hanover by Prussia. Wpon 
the death of George in Paris in 1878, his 
son and heir at once served notice onall 
the German states that he claimed the 
right of succession and all th? prop- 


private fortune... At one tines the Ger- 
man government offered to return this 
so-called Guelnh fund.to the Duke of 
Cumberland, as King George's son is 
called, on condition that the latter 
abandon all claim to the Hanoverian 
throne; 
render his rights. 

Bismerck never touched the principal 
of this fund, but spent the interest in 
subsidizing the press in his own and 
other countries. It has been asserted 
and believed that the late Emperor 
Frederick of Germany was bent upon 
returning this private fortune to the 
son of the ex-King of Hanover, and 
would have done so had he lived. Now 
comes .in the scandal, affecting the 
present Emperor. Two years ago the 
Kaiser was notoriously short of money. 
Tradesmen could not collect bills 
agains the imperial household, and had 
to make compromises that made no 
end of gossip and got into the news- 
papers. This was socn followed by a 
period never equaled’ for ostentatious 
and extravagant expenditure in the 
history of the German court. It was 
hinted that the Kaiser must have made

“Grand Colorado Cafion,’”’ but they ex- 
pressed a desire to learn of James 
White, of whom they had never heard. 
Capt. A. knocked the ashes from his 
pipe, looked thoughtfully up at the ceil- 
ing and began in this way: .

, THE MINE MULE. 

Stories of Animals Who Have Lived 
All Their Lives Under Ground. 
{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.] 

The march of improvement has finally 
overtaken the mine mule, and, like the 
car horse and their more aristocratic 
relative who drew the ancient stage 
coach, he must go. Steam and elec- 
tricity have driven out the other two, 
and now the third powerful agent of 
man’s will, compressed air, threatens 
to displace the humble mine muge. 
Whoever has seen him at work will 
agree that he is different from any 
other animal in gxistence. 

From the time they enter the mine 
the mules never leave their under- 
ground quarters until accident, old age 
or lameness renders them unfit for fur- 
ther work. Sometimes, of course, the 
mine is shut down or part of the work- 
men are laid off, and then perhaps the 
mules are taken to the surface and 
turned out to enjoy themselves, 

_It is amusing to watch them then. 
From living so long in the dark many 
ef them haveebecome entirely blind. 
All of them are so unused to the bright 
sunlight that for the first few days they 
gO groping about, searching for. the 
shadiest spots. and evidently wonder- 
ing what has come over the world to 
make it turn. so brilliant. It takes 
them some time, too, to make up their 
minds to eat the green grass, and there 
have been cases where the mules have 
hung disconsolately about the mouth of 
the mine, showing unmistakable signs 
of homesickness until they were back 
again in their dark, unpleasant quar- 
ters, which they had come to look upon 
as home. 

Some of these reugh-coated old mules 
are as wise as they are ugly in appear- 
ance. In the Rossmore mine, in the 
Pennsylvania district, there is a mot- 
tled gray mule who is nearly 30 years 
old, according to the men. Every miner 
knows old Duke, and has a friendly pat 
or a. morsel from his dinner pail for the 
faithful brute. 

“Why, that. old fellows knows more 
than any man in the mine,” «aid-one of 
the miners, jas he. stroked .. Duke’s 
shaggy coat. *‘‘He’s saved many a life, 
too, and there is not money enough in 
the State to buy him. Now any miner 
who has had much experience can tell 
fire-damp when,it gets anywhere near 
him, and if he is wise he doesn’t waste 
any time in getting out when he finds it 
about. You know this mine has been 
worked a good many years, and some 
of the chambers are a long way. from

tinued, ‘“‘that ther isn’t a miner in ex- 
istence has the nose for flre-damp that 
that old gray mule has.

ANIMAL ALLIES IN WAR. 


Pressing Elephants, Rhinoceroses 
and Camels into Active Service. 
[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.] 

The armor worn by war elephants 
during the time of the old Mogul em- 
pire was often magnificent, being a 
mass of steel, iron and silver. To the 
long white tusks, which were covered 
with chains, were lashed sharp swords 
or sabers, forming an armament well 
calculated to demoralize an opposing 
force. The Sultan Mamood equipped 
his elephants with bastions which 
wee filled with men armed with cross- 
bows and spears, not pitch. To the 
tusks of the animals isoned daggers 
were attached. This Sultan had a band 
cf rhinoceroses in his earmy, which 
were supposed to be used in demoral- 
izing a foe, though the danger of their 
playing havoc with their own forces 
was equally great. si 
The cheetah was formerly employed 
in the East as an adjunct of war. 
bands of them being released and 
trained to bound along and tear down 
the enemy as they are now known to 

kill the fleetest antelope. 

The French and English in their cam- 
paigns in Africa and Asia, have em- 
ployed camels, and the French service 
today possesses a camei corps, ‘small 
guns being mounted on their hacks. 
One company was served with Gatlin 
guns of light caliber. The Arabs have 
long employed the camel in war, a 
corps of these animals mounted with 
native sharpshooters with their long 
guns and the gay colors o7 their robes 
presenting an attractive appearance. 

Even the ostrich has been suggested 
as a war animal.\ It was found that 
they can carry their riders and de- 
velop marvelous speed, but they ar: 
very uncertain dafid “q as liable to 
turn and retreat at the wrong time 
as to advance, so that the ostrich 
corps exists in theory more than in 
practice.

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Efforts to Establish Pigeon Lofts 
for Naval Messenger Service. 
(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.] 

It would be hard to find a more 
peaceable, orderly and quiet member of 
the feathered community than the car- 
rier pigeon. It is his affectionate dis- 
position and the strong love of home 
that takes him back to it from the 
greatest distances, which makes the 
carrier pigeon such a remarkable and 
attractive bird. Yet these same quali- 
ties have caused- him to be’ enlisted as 
a regular member of the military serv- 


In France, where the problem of com- 
munication in time of war has received 
more attention perhaps than anywhere 
else, every important miHtary post has 


the 
pigeons to earry: messages s 
distant posts is a reaagnized branch of 
military work. The rearing and train- 
ing of the birds have been reduced to 
an exact art, and the skill and speed 
which some of them display is marvel- 
ous. 

Several attempts have been made to 
introduce the use of carrier pigeons in 
the land and naval operations of the 
United States. It will doubtless sur- 
prise most readers to learn that we ac- 
tually have such a service at the pres- 
ent time. Though the government has 
not openly recognized this modest er- 
rand boy, there are several quasi offi- 
cial military pigeon stations managed 
by officers of the army and navy, and 
encouraged by the heads of the two de- 
partments. 

The chief of these and the one where 
most ofthe experiments are carried on 
is at the Annapolis Naval Academy. 
It was started several years ago by 
Prof. Henri Marion, who was familiar 
with the use’cof the- pigeons in France, 
and was an enthusiastic believer in the 
value of the birds as war mesSengers. 

The first pigeons used were obtained, 
from Belgium. No attempts at long 
distance flying were made until the 
brood had increased to considerable size 
and had become accustomed to its new 
quarters. Since then a variety of in- 
teresting have been made. 
Prof. Marion and his assistants have 
come to the conclusion that the region 
within which the-birds can-be used to 
the greatest advantage, is marked by a 
radius about three hundred miles 
from the central point of operating. He 
therefore advocated the establishment 
of military pigeon posts’ at poirite 250 
or 300 miles apart along the Atlantic 
Coast. 


‘for short distances. 


Though the government, moving .with 
proverbial slowness, has so far failed 


ployed between land and sea. Lieut. 
Smith, U.S.N., who has given consid- 
erable attention to the subject, said of 
the pigeon-messenger service recently: 

“We are so accustomed to relying on 
mechanital means of sending informa- 
tion nowadays that we &re apt to lock 
upon the use of birds as belonging toa 
less ingenious age and tco slow for 
present purposes. As a matter of fact, 
the carrier piegon can outstrip the 
mail under ordinary conditions, and for 
short distances is faster than the tele- 
graph, when the time consumed in the 
delivery of*the message is taken into 
account. At sea, where the ordinary 
means of communication are cut off, 
they. are the only quick and reliable 
messengers. A well-trained pigeon can 
always. be counted on to make thirty 
miles an hour for seven or eight hours 
at a stretch. Two years ago when a 
coupe -of irds were released from the 
New York, 300 miles out, at noon, 
they arrived at home a little after 6 
o’clock on the same day, having made 
nearly fifty miles an hour throughout 
the afternoon. 

“One objection that has been raised 
to the use of pigeons on board ship is 
that, from the fact of the vessel’s *‘mov- 
ing about, the birds will lose the strong 
homing instifict which makes them 
valuable. We have found that this is 
not the case, for, the birds will find 
their way back to the ship, even when 
it has moved its position many miles 
between the time of their leaving and 
their return. Though we haven't had 
a chance to try our feathered friends 
in actual warfare, the men cften make 
use of them for the sake of novelty in 
sending messages to their friends on 
shore from four hundred to five hun- 
dred miles out at’sea, and they have 
never failed to find their way back 
home in safety.” 

In Belgium, where pigeon racing is 
as great a sport as horse racing is in 


*England and America, the birds have 


made a speed of seventy miles an hour 
From thirty, to 
forty miles an hour is, however, the 
average speed of the average bird. 
Though not by nature strong of wing 
or equipped for long flight, the birds 
have been known to cover great dis- 
tances. Probably the longest journey 
of which there is any record was made 
some ten years ago. A. family of birds 
hdd been taken from Belgium to New 
York, where they were"to be bred and 
trained. They were released from the 
cote before they had been thoroughly 
domesticated and straightway disap- 
peared.

The voters of Los ‘Angeles. will 
shortly be called upon to approve the 
issuing of bonds for the purpose of 
increasing the schoolhouses in. the 
city. In many of the schools the 
teachers are now overworked and have 
more scholars than they can properly 
attend to. On the other hand, there 
are schools Which have rooms vacant, 
and the attendancé in which might be 
increased very considerably from the 
schools in adjoining districts, pro- 
vided the question were regarded in 
a business-like way. In the western 
part of town there is a school, in the 
oil district, which has eight rooms. 
It has been conducted during the past 
year, with care and ability, by the 
present corps of teachers, In an. ad- 
joining district there is a schoolhouse 
eontaining four rooms. Recently one 
of the rooms in the larger. school was 
closed, the teacher transferred to. the 
smaller house, the salaries of the 
teachers in the larger school decreased 
and the salaries of the teachers in the 
other school proportionately increased. 
The result is that only a few of the 
scholars were transferred to the 


smaller schoolhouse, and the balance 


were added to the teachers in the 
larger schoo], several of whom are 
now much over-worked. No substi- 
tutes are provided to relieve such pres- 
sure as this, 

The question of appointing and dis- 
charging scheol teachers is one that 
needs a thorough investigation. Re- 
cently a number of teachers who have 
experience, and have been doing satis- 
factory work for many years, were 
discharged on flimsy pretexts, in order 
to make room for others, some of 
whom had far less experience. ,Poli- 
tics, lavoritism and money should find 
no place in the administration of the 
public schools. As long as the pub- 
lic has reason to believe that such in- 
fluences do prevail, they will be apt to 
think several times before voting a 
large amount of money for school] pur- 
poses. 


WHAT IS LABOR? 

In listening to some of the speeches 
of labor agitators, and in reading 
some of the articles in so-called labor 
papers, one might suppose that the 
only Jabor in the world is that per~ 
formed by men who dig in ditches, 
or work in factories, with their hands. 

No greater mistake could be made. 
The average banker, railroad -super- 
intendent, manufacturer, or editor, 
does much harder work than the man 
who earns a living by the sweat of 
his brow for a weekly or monthly 
wage. When the laboring man’s day 
of eight hours is over, he can rest 
peacefully, without mental worries to 
disturb his sleep. On the other hand, 
the work of a brain worker, whose 
mental activity has made the employ- 
ment of this labor possible, is prac- 
tically never done. His cares and 
anxieties do not cease with the clos- 
ing of the bank or factory doors, or 
the stopping of the rumble of the 
press. The busy human brain cannot 
be stopped at a moment's notice, like 
the hands of a clock. Often the large 
employer of labor is forced to toss on 
a restless couch for half the night, 
planning and scheming how to keep 
his business going and his employés 
at work. | 

There is a dignity in all honest 
labor, and it is well occasionally to 
remember that there is other labor 
beside that which*is performed with | 
the hands.

SILVER PRODUCTION AND FREE COIN 
AGE. 

Edward Atkinson, the statistician, 
has made a thorough investigation of 
the cost of silver production by modern 
improved procésses. He finds that 


of sil¥er is the secondary product of 
mines of lead, copper.and gold, and 
that silver bullion can “be produced, 
and is produced,. “at a cost of from 
twenty-five cents an ounce down to 
nothing.”” He also charges that “the 
representatives of British silver, prob- 
ably covering three-quarters of the 
,vorid’s product, have been endeavor- 
ing, in collusion with a similar class 
of men in this country, to promote 
what is called bimetallism abroad and | 
free coinage here.’”’ Their purpose, he 
declares, is to induce the farmers and 
the cotton-growers of this. country to 
exchange the food, fibers and fabrics 
which the world must haye, even 
though required to pay for them at 
gold prices, for the products of the 
silver mine owners. (which are pro- 
duced at a cost of from twenty-five 
cents an ounce down,) at the rate of 
16 to 1, or $1.291%% an ounce, under “an 
act of force, or legal tender.’ 

The purpose of the silver mine own- 
ers and free-coinage advocates, Mr. 
Atkinson rightly declares,.can only be 
attained by taking’ away’ the liberty 
of contract—by forcing cfeditors to ac- 
cept silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, or 
at $1.29% an ounce, which can be pro- 
duced at a cost of from twenty-five 
cents an ounce down to nothing. Mr. 
Atkinson closes his latest contribution 
to the literature of this subject as fol- 
lows: 

“This brings the issue in regard to 
free coinage and international bimetal- 
lism. to a question of fiat money, pure 
and simple. When it comes to that, 
why spend even twenty-five cents (25 
cents,) an,ounce in purchasing silver 
ore at market price for coinage, when 
stamped paper will serve the’ purpose 
of fiat money better than silver, be- 
cause it is less liable to be counter- 
feited, as silver coins.are now doubt- 
less counterfeited, by making them of 
cheap silver of even weight and qual- 
ity with the certified coins of the gov- 
ernment? 
such conditions,

called bimetallism, when its capacity 
to supply the world with the neces- 
saries of life—food, fibers, iron, steel, 
copper, lead, and the rapidly-increas- 
ing quantity of useful fabrics—is no 
longer denied? Our advantage of posi- 
tion, of condition, of light national 
taxation, our freedom from militarism, 
and the general aptitude and readiness 
of workmen to adopt all new inven- 
tions, have brought about conditions 
in which these necessaries of life are 
produced at the highest rates of 
wages, compared to those of every 
competing country, while our products 
are made at the lowest cost of labor 
in each .unii of production. We com- 
mand the gold reserves of the world 
in our annual commerce, and are now 
/gaining the benefit of that command 
‘in adding to our own reserves.”

LOTTERY ADVERTISING 


In the matter of the attitude of The 
Times toward the business of lottery 
advertising, persistent misrepresenta- 
tion of the course and acts of this jour- 
nal has been indulged in by two even- 
ing papers—the Los Angeles Record 
and the Los Angeles Evening Express, 
and these misrepresentations have 
been’ repeated and re@échoed by other 
antagonistic, unreliable and _ vicious 
journals. The Times therefore pub- 
lishes the facts and the_ record 
in the case, for the informa- 
tion of the public, and to refute 
the false and evidently malicious 
charges that have been made against 
us. Our record is perfectly clear in this 
matter, and we are willing to have it 
known of all men; but we are not 
willing to have it misrepresented. 

The allegation has been made that 
The Times discontinued the practice 
of advertising chance or gift schemes 
under pressure from the Merchants’ 
Association; also that this was done in 
compliance with an agreement between 
it and the other Los Angeles daily pa- 
pers, and that subsequently. The Times 
acted in bad faith in the matter by 
inserting in its edition of October 31 a 
folder announcing a chance scheme by 
a local merchant. It is not charged 
that The Times published in its col- 
umns any lottery advertisement or 
chance or gift scheme after the middle 
of October, the date fixed by The Times 
itself for discontinuing this class of 
advertising; but it is charged that the 
subsequent circulation of the folder re- 
ferred to was in effect a violation of 
our declaration in the premises. 

Let us see what the actual facts are, 
and then the public can judge how 
plain“a tale it is that will put our sn £ 
less rivals down. 

1. The Times never entered tts 
any compact or made any agreement 
of any kind with, its contemporaries 
fouching this matter, either direct or 
indirect, written or oral, The decisive 
action which this office took in the mat- 
ter was taken without even the Knowl- 
efge, much less the “‘codperation,” of 


suit’ until many days later. 


2. The Times has never in its his- 
tory published unmistakable lottery ad- 
vertisements, such’ as the Louisiana 
lottery, Mexican lottery, and that class 
of legally prohibited lottery schemes. 

When other Los Angeles newspapers 
were habitually publishing, year after 
year, the advertisements of the Louis- 
iana lottery, in open violation of law, 
The Times was uniformly and consist- 
ently refusing this class of advertising, 
although it could have had it at high 
prices. 

3. Later on, numerous gift and 
chance schemes sprang up among local 
merchants, and were conducted without 
their character as to legality or illegal- 
ity having been determined by the 
United States postoffice authori- 
ties. The question of whether or 
not they were lottery schemes 
was only’ recently settled. It is 
these schemes, and these only, that 
The Times advertised up to the middle 
of last month. It then, without com- 
pact or agreement with any of its con- 
temporaries,. without official pressure, 
pr@secution, or suggestion of prosecu- 
tion, finally removed all such adver- 
tising. from its columns, and will stand 
by that act. 

4. The letters which are reproduced 
below show precisely what The Times 
did in this regard. Having in Septem- 
ber last determined upon a new depar- 
ture in this particular, the following 
letter was addressed to the United 
States Postoffice Inspector here:

OMMANDER BOOTH-TUCKER, 
the head of the Salvation Army in 
. America, is preparing to launch a 
colonization scheme in this country 
similar to that which Gen. Booth has 
put into operation in England. He 
purposes removing the poverty-stricken 
residents of our great cities to unoccu- 
pied tracts of land in the West, where 
they can have a chance to win a living 
from the soil. He has given much time 
and thought to the practical aspects of 
thé plan, and early in the spring the 
first American Salvation colony will be 
established in California. 

Booth-Tucker recently visited the site 
of the proposed colony, and settled the 
final arrangements in preparation for 
the coming of the pioneers. 

THREE MILLION POOR WHO RE- 
QUIRE HELP. 

“This is not a charity,” said the Sal- 
vation commander, in explaining the 
new project. “It is intended as a prac- 
tical way to help the helpless. It will ~ 
an 
we will not attempt anything that has 


-not been tested and found to be prac- 


ticable. There are, at a conservative 
estimate, 3,000,000 persons in this coun- 
try who are always either in actual 
want or on the verge of starvation. 
This is only half the proportion that 
obtains in European countries, and yet 
think what an army of the poor it ‘is. 
At the same time there are millions of 
acres of fertile land capable of sustain- 
ing these unfortunates in a state that 
would be one of affluence compared to 
their present condition. The work that |’ 
the Salvation Army proposes to do is 
simply that of an intermediary, to bring 
the people to the land and to give them 
a chance to work out their own social 
salvation. Of course not all of those in 
dire need are fit for the work we pro- 
pose to offer, and not all will be ac- 
cepted. No man will be permitted to 
become a colonist until it has been de- 
termined to a reasonable certainty that 
he will make the most of his chance 
when it is offéred to him. 


“Before I visited the West, I expected | 


that most of the colonists would be 
drawn from-the great cities east. of the 
Mississippi, but I find that the western 
cities have developed so rapidly that 
each now has its own surplus popula- 
tion, and as these cities will supply the 
working capital for the first colonies, 
they naturally demand that their own 
poor shall receive first attention. 
example, the colony which has already 
been provided for in Southern Califor- 
nia will be recruited from San Fran- 
cisco, where has been subscribed $25,- 
000 to start the undertaking.” 


NOT TO RECLAIM DESERTS. 

The spot where the Salvation Army 
commander will locate his, first..colony 
is in Southern California, near the Gulf 


of Monterey and within sight of the fa-- 
mous Hotel del Monte and Coronado’ 


Beach. The colony will be within a 
rifle shot of Paraiesas Springs and is a 
veritable paradise, so far as climate 
‘and surroundings are concerned. The 
colonists are not to be set at the hope- 
less task of reclaiming a desert, for the 
land is most fertile and “capable of 
yielding forty bushels of wheat to the 
acre. The tract comprises 500 acres, 
lying between the Salinas River and 
the Arroyo Seco, one of its tributaries. 
It is interesting to Vote that these mod- 
ern soldiers of the cross will occupy 
the site of one of the oldest Jesuit mis- 
sions in California. It was known as 
the Soledad Mission, and the old stone 
house occupied by the Jesuit fathers is 


still to be seen, a picturesque ruin 


standing near the center of the tract. 
An ancient irrigating ditch, leads from 
the Arroyo across’ the land, the 
work of these early settlers. It will 
be cleared out and put to use once more 
as soon as the colony is in operation. 

“My reasons for-selecting this-partic- 
ular spot for our first attempt are 
threefold,” explained Commander 
Booth-Tucker, as he pointed out the 
advantageous location of the spot. 
“First is the climate, which I believe 
to be one.of the most salubrious in the 
world. Second, are the facilities for 
irrigation. The land slopes easily away 


|! from the Salinas, and there is the old 


ditch and the ancient pumping station, 
which can be refitted at small cost. 


Besides, there is a steamp pump close 


at hand, from which water can always 
be secured. I am a great believer in 
irrigation. It enables one to possess at 
once a maximum of sunshine and a 
maximum of rain, the two requirements 
for successful crops, and there is no‘ 
doubt in my mind that in time irri- 
gated regions will possess great advanh- 
tages over those sections which depend 
The third consideration is 
that we shall have close at ha 
cash market for a crop to which the 
climate anid soil are adapted, and which 
requires extensive cultivation in small 
tracts for its success.” 3 


TO.RAISE SUGAR BEETS. 
The crop to which the commander re- 


ferred, and which itis hoped will bring 


prosperity to the colony, is the sugar 
beet. The Salinas Valley already pro- 
duces many tons of sugar beets, and it 
has been selected by Claus Spreckels 
as the site for his elaborate attempt to 
make California a great sugar-produc- 
ing State. A few miles away, on the 
Salinas, the sugar king has a tract of 
6008 acres, and directly adjoining the 
Soledad Mission he owns 600 acres. At 
Watsonville, four miles away, there is 
at present a beet-sugar factory, and at 
Soledad, only a couple of miles distant, 


‘Claus Spreckels will erect his new fac~ 


est in the worl e will build a pri- 
vate railway line th¥ough the valley, to 
make the marketing of the crop easier, 
and has many other schemes for the 
improvement of the section. Claus 
Spreckels has manifested great interest 
in the new colony. He has contributed 
$1000 to the scheme, and offers the Sal- 
vationists land at a low price for the 
production of beets. But the promoters 
oe the scheme prefer not to tie their 
fortunes to that of any one crop, though 
they expect the sugar beet to be their 
staple. Commander Booth-Tucker 
hopes thus to benefit both the people 
who go to the colony and the agricul- 
tural interests of the country by aiding 
in the introduction of this new crop. 
HOW THE COLONISTS WILL LIVE. 
The land which the Salvationists have 
secured is in a rectangular block, with 
the county road-.skirting it on two 
sides. 
ilies go to the place, next spring they 
will find fifty ten-acre farms laid out 
like the lots in a city block, fronting 
in a new road, which will be put 
through the middle of the piece.

“We will not lend to the individual} 
settlers,” says Commander. Booth- 
Tucker, ‘‘but we shall form them into 
a mutual association like the Knyp-| 
hausen societies in Germany, and shall 
lend to the whole twenty-five on their 
joint securities. They will then lend 
to each other on notes of hand. The 
result will be ‘that they will watch, 
each other, and each man will have@ 
to make the best use of the money h 
receives, and live up to his agree 
ment, or he will not long enjoy the 
benefits. of the association. ‘ 

REGIMENTS OF THE POOR. 

“In time,” said the commander, his 
eyes kindling, ‘I hope to be able to 
march the poor out of our great cities 
in regiments, 1900 at a time, and settle | 
them on the land, where they can ob- 
tain a decent living by hard work and 
bring up their children away from 
vicious city surroundings. This be 
a benefit both to the city and |the 
country. We do not propose to p- 
port any settlers in idleness, and we 
shall be careful to sift out the scamps 
and scalawags so far as we can. It 
is the ‘poor but honest’ we are striv- 
ing to help -by this plan. It is the 
greatest project of _povr relief that 
has been attentpted, and its consum- 
mation will add 100 per cent. to the 
happiness and prosperity of the coun- 
try.’”’ If this colony is a success, others 
of similar nature will be started in 
‘Colorado and neighboring States.

fruit for the Holidays Going East 
by Carloads, 
The aspirants for honor in shipping 


| the earliest car of oranges from South- 


ern California have passed the wire in 
a bunch. Three carloads of Washing- 
ton navel oranges, fully colored and 
sufficiently matured for early trade, 
have left the’ State in the past. thirty- 
six hours. From McPherson Station, 
in Orange county, Allen Bros. & Co. 
shipped C.F.X. car 10,200 Friday night, 
November 5, and on the same train 
from Riverside the Pattee & Lett Com- 
pany shipped C.F.X. car 10,433, and Sat- 
urday morning Porter Bros. Company 
rushed F.G.E. car 14,352 from Covina, 
in Los Angeles county, and from Sanger 
the Earl Fruit Company is shipping 
two cars. 

All of these cars are loaded with 
Washington navel oranges, and by the 


be moving. freely. 

The first shipments this year are just 
forty-eight hours ahead of the earliest 
shipment last season, when the Har! 
Fruit Company shipped a car of navels 
from Glendora on November 7. 

The wisdom of these early shipments 
has been questioned more or less ever 
since the freeze in Florida made them 
advantageous, but the opponents of this 
trade have generally fallen in line, and 
are availing themselves of the strong 
markets that obtain prior to the holi- 
days. Consumers. understand that 
these earliest oranges are not fully ma- 
tured, and do not expect the finest 
goods until after the first of the year. 
From @ financial standpoint these holi- 
day shipments are of great advantuge 
to the industry. The best average 
prices dre obtained for them; and, in 
event of a frost about the first of the 
year, which has frequently ruined 
many crops, the grower is saved @ 
goodly portion of his crop, for which 
he received big figures. Owing to pos- 
sible frost danger these holiday ship- 
ments from Southern California will 
aggregate from 800 to 1000 carloads this 
season. 

Oranges are now selling at $2.75 per 
box free on board cars, California, for 
the best grades of navels, and $2 per 
box is the’ asking price of seedlings. 
Florida has a number of cars in excess 
of her shipments last season, but the 
trade is healthy throughout the East, 
and a good holiday market is antici- 


pated.

Evening and Dancing Gowns Gay 
with Flowers. 


Bright-hued Slips— Airy, Filmy Stuffs are 
- Hung in Multitudinous Folds Over 
Silk Foundations.

HE characteristic features’ of this 

Winter's ball dresses are the won- 

derful bright colors adopted in their 


materials, the vast amount of gauzes- 


and veilings employed in the draperies 
and the revival of flower’ wreaths in 
decoration. The popular dancing toilet 
ior débutante and one of the very inex- 
pensive ones, has an underdress of 
clear scarlet, watermelon pink, or vivid 
Yale blue taffeta silk of the thinnest, 
most crinkling, rustling quality. One 
narrow ‘ruffle of silk, having: its edges. 
pinked, is set on at the foot, and then 
ever this gayly-colored slip falls a 
cioud-like petticoat of white brussels 
het or point desprit. 

Whatever the net may he, thdéugh. 
one thing is sure, the net skil must be 
very wide, full, gathered at the top and 
left with its edges cut off evenly, but 
unhemmed, at the bottom. Not inva- 
variably, however, does this veil-like 
top skirt extend quite from the waist 
jine to the slippered toes.. There -is a 
marked preference shown for setting on 
the light overdréss in the form of an 
nddly-shaped deep ftlounce, adjusted 
like a round overskirt or wide diagonal 
vuffe. The top of the ruffle is finished 
then with achig puffing of net, or, more 
charming still. a diminishing wreath of 
some bright-hued flowers. 

All this effort goes to prove that the 
ample decoration of skirts is becoming 
more and more the cusiom, and no 
woman who aims at following the fash- 
ions at ali, leaves even her simplest 
evening dress quite plain below the 
Waist.

Chiffon naturally, among 
the exquisite Parisian creations, still 
holds its own and in the most lovely 
guises possible to imagine. The im- 
ported varieties are to be seen embroid- 
ered in tiny gold and silver roses, or 
the surface of every yard covered with 
arabesques of baby ribbon, or heoniten 
tape, gwathered,cand the edges fastened 
to the chiffon. Still another exquisite 
chiffon is woven in rainbow colors, and 
stamped. with Japanese designs of flow- 
ers, flocks of birds and even shadowy 
landscapes.

China Painting. 
Within the past few years the art of 
china painting has been a most popu- 
lar and a profitable business 
to many. 

The mode of coloring is simplified and 
much improved with the advance in 
this work, and the demand is for a 
better class of designs than formerly 
were placed before the public, they 
being for the most part decidedly crude 
and inartistic. os 

Here is a conventional design for 
decorating a set of plates; either break- 
fast, soup, dinner, dessert or fruit 
plates, and a design for decorating a 
tea caddy, biscuit jar, rose or even a 
tray. The design for plates can be 
easily painted by an inexperienced 
person, and it requires simple tinting 
and the shading of the cut will guide 
one in shading. the colors from dark 
to light. : 

One desirable scheme of color is car- 
ried out by painting! the darkest scrolls 
in deep purple. The next lighter in car- 
nation, No. 1, and the lightest scrolls 
in silver yellow. The strolls should be_ 
all shaded, starting from the 
ef the design, with the darkest shade, 
and gradually fading out to-a pale 
shade at the top cf the scrolls. 

Another style of decoration is as fol- 
lows: Tint the darkest scrolls with 
catmine shading to light at the tips of€ 
the scrolis. The next lighter scrolls 
should be shaded with grass green and 
the lightest in a decilate tint of sky- 
blue. There are many other harmo- 
nious combinations of color which will 
suggest themselves to the artist. 

In painting the yell@w narcissus de- 
sign more skill is requisite in order to 
shade the petals and cups to prevent a 
flat appearance. One must use his own 
foHowing the shadings of 
he draWing as nearly as possible. The 
petals are of bright yellow. In painting 
them use silver yellow and mixing y®!- 
low.

FACTS WORTH KNOWING. 


Valuable Recipes and Suggestions 
for the Careful Housewtfe; 
[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.]} 


To remove paint from window glass 
rub a little vinegar on the spots. 

To blacken brown boots, cut a raw 
potato in halves, with which rub the 
blacking in well, and then polish. 

To clean white silk lace, soak~-it in 
milk over night, and souse in warm 
soapsuds the next morning. 

To whiten lace, stand in soapsuds ex- 
posed to the rays of the sun. 

To.polish brown, boots, there is no 
better preparation than melted beeswax 
applied with a clean cloth and well 
rubbed in. 

An excellent furniture polish is made 
by mixing turpentine with beeswax to 
the consistency of a thick cream. . 

Grass stains may be removed from 
light summer frocks by damping the 
soiled part in a little alcohol and rub- 
ae well until no trace of the green is 
eft. 

To prevent colored things from run- 
ning: Boil a quarter of a pound of soap 
till nearly dissolved, then add a small 
piece of alum, and boil with it; wash 
the things in this lather, but do not 
soap them. If they require a second 
Water put alum to that also, as well as 
to the rinsing blue water. 

A servant is much more likely to be 
fastidious in her dish. washing and 
careful with dish towels if she is pro- 
vided with proper ones in the begin- 
ning. The. ideal cloth for 
dishes is made by taking a square of 
cheese cloth, doubling it twice (making 
four thicknesses,) 
large meshes on the sewing machine.’ 
This makes a towel, soft, thick, agree- 
able to handle and easily kept white. 

In canning fruit liable to easily fer- 
nient,; itis an exceedingly good idea to 
put a teaspoon of brandy in the top of 
each can.

To clean carpets without taking them 
up: First, thoroughly sweep the carpet;

ing an unpainted floor; change the 
water frequently: leave the windows 
open, and the carpet will soon dry. 

Wash (flatirons occasionally with 
warm water, to every two-quarts of 
which has been added half a tablespoon 
of melted lard. Wipe thoroughly, and 
set in a warm place till perfectly free 
from moisture. 

A dirty mackintosh should be spread 
out flat on a table and_= scrubbed all 
over with a nailbrush, using cold soft 
water and yellow soap. When all dirt 
is off, dip the cloak in several lots of 
clean cold water, but do not wring it 
out. Shake well and hang it up in the 
open air, if possible, to dry. Failing 
this, let-it hang in a cool room, but on 
no account put it near the fire. Hot 
water must never be used, and if there 
are any very stains grease 
marks which will not yield to the soap 
alone, rub a little turpentine on them. 

Stains on white flannel are hard to 
remove. The best way is to mix to- 
gether equal parts of the yolk of eggs | 
and glycerine, apply it to the stains, 
and allow it fo soak for half an hour 
or so before the article is washed. : 

Hay fever may be treated by inhal- 
ing the vapors cf a pint of hot water to 
which ten ‘dreps of creosote have been 
added. The nostrils may be sprayed 
with a solution of quinine (two grains 
to the ounce of water,) while some per- 
sons find relief by inserting a tabloid of 
cocaine into the nostrils and letting it 
dissolve and exert its action on the nose 
membrane. 

Few people know how .useful oil of 
peppermint is as a remedial agent. A 
little rubbed over a sensitive corn elim- 
inates the screness in a miraculous 
manner. 

Two or three drops of oil of pepper- 
mint mixed with an equal amount of 
suet rubbed over baby’s chest gives in- 
stant relief in case of a cold on the 
lungs or a cough. | 

People who suffer with  perspiring 
feet will find great relief if they wash 


and water for several minutes. Then 
dust over them a powder of one part 
salicylic acid to eight parts of tale 
powder. 


HOME-MADE SACHETS. 


How to Fill Perfume Cases for Linen 
Chest, Lingerie or Dress Bodices. 
[CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES. 

Now that the garments of summer 
are finding retirement in the clothes- 
press and trunk, sachets and pot pourri 
are much in demand. The simplest 
sachet of all, and one of the most at- 
tractive -to those who like faint, subtle 
odors, will be found in a substance that 
frequently occurs in dentifrice—pow- 
dered orris root. This can be used, just 
as it is bought, without any other 
preparation than the making of con- 
tainers. Ordinary little muslin bags, 
well packed with the orris root, makes 
sachets which, after even a week wom 
two, impart the mild fragrance of the= 
violet to the put-away clothing among” 
which they are placed. Pe 

As to the cost ef orris root, it varies 
a little with the market, but a good 
article should be had for from 25 to 40 
cents a pound. It depends a good deal, 
of course. where you buy it. 
Another fragrant sachet, of greater 
strength, can be made by using dried | 
lavender flowers in~the same fashion. 
Lavender flowers can be purchased 
any drug store for from 30 to 40 certt: 
a pound. 

But the sachet-maker who has both 
these ingredients on hand can obtain 
still other varieties of very pleasant 
scents by mixing the two in -various 
propertions, One part, by weight, of 
powdered orris root with two parts of 
dried lavender flowers will produce an- 
other delightful variety of scent. . Sim- 
ply reverse these proportions, and us- 
ing two parts of orris root to one of 
lavender Ylowers will produce angther 
sweet-smelling scent. 

Suppose a stronger variety of violét 


from the orris root alone. This is) 
easily accomplished. Take equal 
weights of orirs root and pulverized 
starch. Over the starch pour two or 
three drops at a time a strong extract 
of violets. Take care not to adda 
enough of the extract to make the 
starch paste-like, or even lumpy. 
Keep stirring the starch until it ts 
thoroughly and evenly impregnated 
with the violet scent. Now add the or- 
ris root to the starch. mixing them 
thoroughly, and finally passing the 
mixture three or four times through an 
ordinary patent flour sifter. As soon

PURE WATER. 


How to Use Filter Paper in the Sick 
Room or When Traveling. 

‘ “There is a very simple way to filter 
water perfectly that is strangely little 
known; it is not adapted to filtering 
large quantities, but it may be inval- 
uable to the sick nurse or the mother 
of a delicate baby or to the traveler 
who is encountering water of especial 
impurity. Filtering paper and a me- 
dium-sized' funnel are all that is 
needéed;..the paper, little as you may 
know it, can be bought at any phar- 
macy, and is very cheap; it comes pre- 
pared to fold inside the funnel; then 
gently pouring water in the funnel, the 
paper strains it perfectly pure; of 
course, a heavy stream would break 
the paper, and a pint or two is about 
all that can be filtered at once with- 
out spending a great deal of time upon 
it,but a little perfectly pure water is 
often” invaluable, and this is often the 
easiest way to get it. 


any drinking water fresh drawn _§is 
purer than any water that has been 
standing’ in the air in open vessels 
even half an hour... Too often we think 
only whether water that has been 
standing is cold cr warm. Now, cold 
water absorbs more injurious gases and 
absorbs them faster than warm. Set 
a pitcher of ice water in an inhabited 
room, and in a few hours it will have 
absorbed nearly all the respired and 
-perspired gases in_the place; the air 
Will be purer, but the Water filthy. At 
an ordinary temperature, a pint of 
water will absorb a pjnt of carbonic 
acid gas, and several pints of ammonia 
gas. Children should be taught not.to 
drink water left standing indoors. 


Treatment for a Red Nose. | 

Nothing is a greater blemish to the 
face of a woman thana red nose. This 
irritating condition may arise from 
Various causes, one of the chief being 
indigestion. A habit of bolting the 
“food is very often the cause of the in- 
digestion, which shows itself thus. 
Sufferers from red noses arising from 
indigestion should be most careful in 
their diet, avoiding heating foods and 
het drinks. The food should be taken 
slowly and each mouthful be. well mas- 
ticated. Sometimes a red nvse is due 
to dryness of the nasal duct or delicacy 
of the capillary organs. The inflamma- 
tion may then be treated as follows: 
Prepare a wash containing 154 grains 
of powdered borax, one teaspoon of eau 
de cologne and five ounces of soft 
Water. First dissolve the borax in the 
water, and then add the eau de cologne. 
When the nose burns, dampen it with 
this lotion and let it dry on. If, when 
dry, #t still burns, repeat the treatment. 
Another mixture for the same trouble 
may be meade as follows: 

Dissolve thirty grains of borax in one 
ounce of rose water and orange water 
in equal parts. Wet the nose with this 
lotion about three times a day, letting 
it dry on. 

When the redness of the nose arises 
from a, kind of congestion, it should be 
— in warm water only on going to 
ed, 

A cold in the head will often produce 
a red and inflamed condition of the 
nose. A little cold cream should then 
be applied to the sore parts. The fol- 
lowing is an easily-prepared and safe 
recipe for-colé«eream: Get half a 
pound cf the very best lard, put it ‘in 
a basin, pour on it boiling water, and, 
when cold drain it off. Reneat this 
process three times: then, after quite 
freeing the lard from .water, beat it. to 
a cream with a fork, and scent it with 
essence of bergamot. 

The nostrils should never be touched 
with the fingers. To wash them, a lit- 
tle hot water should be sniffed up and 
then ejected.

When in doubt about the freshness of 


made of ten ounces of water and one 
of salt; put the eggs in it and the 
good ones will sink and the bad fi€at. 
The hest way to keep eggs fresh for 
winter use is ‘to ‘cover them with 
fresh lard, or with beeswax, dissolved 
in warm olive oil, one part wax to two 
of oil is the proper proportion. 

Eggs with light-colored shells usually 
have light-colored yotkes, and often in 
delicate cookery there is a preference 
for them: in custards and yellow 
sponge cake, on the contrary, the 
darker the yolk the better. Boiled eggs 
(meaning. such as are cooked jn the 
shell) are better for not being boiled 
at all, dropped into boiling water and 
set off the stove for five minutes they 
are more evenly cooked than when 
boiled, a process that means the whole 
or part of it must be hard if the yolk 
is to be cooked at all, and the flavor 
is more delicate, more like a poached 
egg. An omelet should not be salted 
till just as it is to be folded over in 
the pan; salt put in when it is beaten 
toughens it and keeps it from rising 
as much as it otherwise would.

OW A BOY WORKED HIS WAY TO THE TOP OF LIFE’S 
LADDER. ° 


ay Chat with. Secretary Alger About His Boyhood—How He Worked for 
Three Dollars a Month and Labored Two: Years for the Price of 
~ aDress Suit—The Secretary of War as a Farm Hand. 
« How He Got His Education. 


[From Our Own Correspondent.] 


Y STORY! I doubt whether my 
story is worth the telling. I am 
certain it will interest few peo- 
_ple, and there is nothing ex- 
traordinary in it!” 

The ‘speaker was Gen. Russell A. 
Alger, Secretary of War, ex-Governor 
of ‘Michigan, brevet major-general of 
the United States army, one of the 
largest lumber dealers of the country. 
We had been chatting of success in life, 
and I had urged him to tell me the 
story of his boyhood, saying there 
were thousands of poor boys in the 


United States who were discouraged at . 


the obstacles which they saw before 
them, and that a word from him as 
to his struggles might give them cour- 
age to continue the fight. It was some 
time before I could persuade the Seéc- 
retary to give me the story. He said 
. it was not a public matter, and it 
‘was only after my urging the above 
that he went on. He said: 

“I doubt whether any boy who is 
Starting life today has a worse out- 
look that I did. I was born in a 
log cabin in Medina county, Ohio. My 
father was a poor pioneer farmer. He 
was an unlucky man, and for some 
reason or other nothing he touched 
seemed to prosper. When he settled 
in Ohio the State was an almost un- 
broken wilderness. He took up a tract

of woodland and cleared a portion of 
it, but he did not do well. Afterward 
he had charge of a woolen mill. This 
_ did not isucceéd, and he finally died 
when IT was about 12 years old, leav- 
ing four children and nothing to sup- 
' port them. At times, in 1847, we had 
but little to eat, and I remember one 
dreary period when both father and 
mother were sick for months, in the 
same bed. Soon after this mother died, 
and it was not long before father fol- 
lowed her to the grave. I had a sister 
who was older than I, but there were 
two others who were younger, and I 
was, you know, but 12. For a time 
I worked;for a neighbor, receiving three 
teacups of flour a day, and this formed 
the food of the family. We hada 
cow, and with the milk from this, we 
made what was called thickened milk. 
We had, I remember, a little corn in 
the house. My sister and I shelled a 
bag of this, and I carried it on by back 
to a mjll nine miles away, and there 
traded it for meal. I walked to the 
mill and back. It was eighteen miles, 
but I do not remember that I was worn 
out by the:trip.” . . 
HOW ONE BOY GOT HIS SCHOOL-. 
“A boy of twelve does not amount to 
much,” said I. “What could you do?” 
“I could not do much,” replied Gen. 
Alger, ‘but’ I was ‘head of the family 
and felt I must.do. something. First 
I found homes for my younger brother 
and sister, and then arranged to work 
for my board and clothes and for three 
months’ schooling during .the winter. 
I did this until. I was fourteen, 
when my Older sister died. T 
then thought I ought to be worth 
more, and TI hired out to a farm- 
er, Who paid me $3 a month for 
the first month, $4 for the second and 
$5 for the next four months. The 
next year he gave $6 month, the 
next $7, the third $8, the Pourth $10, the 
fifth $12 and the sixth and: seventh 
years $15 a month. These were great. 
Wages in those days for farm hands.. 
We had no reapers or mowers then, 
and all work was done by hand. 
» of this time,’’ the Secretary con- 
Ainued, “I went to school a part of the 
ear. I got the idea when I was very 
young that I must have an education 
if I expected to do anything in the 
world, So, after a:time, I worked only 
six months of each year and went to 
school the other six.’ While at school 
I worked for my board.mornings, even- 
ings and Saturdays. I remember I 
worked one winter:in a blacksmith’s 
shop, where I used the hammer and 
acted as a helper. ,I grew very rapidly, 
and when I was still a young boy I 
could do the work of a man..- At nine- 
teen I was sfx feet tall and weighed 160 
pounds. | 


SECRETARY ALGER AS A FARM 
HAND. 


“Then you spent your vacations on a 
farm, Gen. Alger,” said I. 

“Yes; I hired out, as I have said; for 
half of each yéar to a farmer, and 


kept this up seven years.. That was. 


my only ‘vacation.’ I have a little ac- 
count book at home which contains all 
the payments which my employer made 
me. He charged me for every hour I 
lost during working days, and also for 


everything he gave me outside of my | 


meals.. I remember once I had two 
halters stolen while I was at the mill 
getting some grinding done. I was 
charged twelve shillings for them, and 
this was deducted’from my wages. Not 
long ago one of my boys came into my 
office at Detroit with a bill for a dress 
suit. The bill amounted, I think, to $70. 
As I paid it J told him how I had 
worked for two years when a boy for 
less than what he had paid for one 
/suit.”’ 4 
* “But, general, these wages seem to 
Ame very low. Were you a good work- 
#£=Did you receive as much as 
the average hand?” 

The Secretary of Warelooked at me 
rather curiously for a moment, anc 
then said: “I was considered a very 
good hand. Physically, I was very 
strong.: I remember that there was a 
country, store in the “village of Rich- 
field, where I was attending school. At 
the back ef the store there was a room 
in which scrap iron was stored. One 
of our amusements was seeing which 
boy could lift the most. We would 
Stake a board about two feet wide by 
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a glass box. We would pile iron upon 
the board*until we had as much as we 
thought a man. could lift, and then one 
of us would bend over, and, catching 
hold of the opposite ends of the board, 
try to raise it. I could lift more than 
any of my fellows, and I have at times 
lifted 600 pounds in that way. I re- 
member that I could mow faster with 
a scythe than any one I knew, but 
this was more due to knack than to 
strength. It was all in the hanging of 
the scythe on the sheath.” } 

SECRETARY ALGER’S FIRST 

NEWSPAPER NOTICE. 

“T remember,” said Secretary Alger, 
as a smile swept around the corners 
of his eyes, ‘‘when I first saw my name 
in the newspapers. It was in a de- 
scription of my skill as a hay pitcher. 
There was a test one day as to who 
could unload hay the fastest, and I 
was one of the crack pitchers. The hay 
was hauled into a barn on a wagon. 
It had to be pitched from the wagon 
over the big beam. I stipulated that 
there should be two men to keep the 
hay back from the beam and went to 
work. I unloaded a’ ton of hay in less 
than five minutes. This was considered 
quite a feat and a description of it 
was published in the Cleveland news- 
papers. I can remember today how 
delighted I was when I saw my name 


there.” 
LAW AND LUMBER. 
' “What did you do after leaving 
school, general?’ I asked. 
“T taught school for two winters,” 


replied Gen. Alger. “After that I went’ 
into the office of Wolcott & Upson at: 


Akron, O., to study law. I had to bor- 
row money to keep me while I was 
studying. After I was admitted to the 
bar, I went into the law office of Otis, 
Coffinberry & Wyman at Cleveland and 
soon earned enough to pay my debts. 
I found that the confinement of the law 
was injuring my health, and I looked 
around for something else to do. I 
had heard of the profits that were to 
be made in the lumber business in 
Michigan, and concluded to go there 
to try my fortune. <A ‘young man 
named Goddard went with’ me. We 
borrowed $1000 and started fn the lum- 


ber. business in Grand Rapi under the’ 


name of Alger & Goddard. Our busi- 
ness was to buy lumber and ship it to 
Chicago.”’ 

SOME BUSINESS TROUBLES. 

At this point Gen. Alger stopped a 
moment. He has, you know, made a 
large fortune in lumber, and I thought 
‘that from this time on the story of 
his career would be one of prosperity. 
I said: “I suppose you made a good 
deal of money in your lumber busi- 
ness, general?’’. 

“No, I did not,” was.the reply. “At 
least at that time. We did well at first 
and soon builf up such a good trade 
that I thought, my prospects were good 
enough to allow me to marry. I had 
fallen in love with one of the young 
girls of Grand Rapids. The lady was 
willing and the wedding took place. 


We went East on our wedding trin, I. 


taking for expenses $150, which I zat 
by a draft on the Chicago firm with 
which we were dealing. When I re- 
turned I found that our Chicago firm 
had failed and that my draft had gone 
to protest. This was in April, 1861. I 
saw at once that our firm was ruined 
by the failure, and I was in desperate 
Straits. I had ordered furniture in 
Cleveland for the two rooms in which 
we were to begin our married life, and 
knew that the bill would be along in 
a few days. Alli. had left was a gold 
watch which I had 

went to.the banker who held my.¢raft, 
told him how I was situated and asked 


him to kold the gold watch as security4 


until the time came when I could pay 


it. He refused to receive it, but I left 


it on his counter and went away. The 
next morning that banker failed. A 
list of his assets was published, and 


among them the item of a draft of Al- 


ger & Goddard, secured by a gold watch 
and chain. This announced the failure 


‘to the’veople of Grand Rapids. I can- 


not tell you how badly I felt that day. 

“IT remember how I went into one of 
the hotels where a lot of men were 
talking, when one of the rich men of 
the town, a man named Mills, said to 
me; ‘I’see, young man, that yow have 
got your name in the paper, and that 
you have lost your gold watch and 


chain.’ The words were uttered in a. 
sneering tone. They cut me to the, 


h¥art. I could have sunk through the 
floor, but I said: ‘I know that, Mr. 


Mills; I gave the banker my watch be- 


cause I could not pay my debts, and if 


‘there is any one here to whom I owe 


money, I am willing to give him any- 
thing I have as security. If Lowe you 
a cent.and you want my coat to hold 
until I can pay you, I will take\it off 


and give it to you.” My deep feeling 


must have been expressed in iny tone, 
for.as I said this the tears came into 
Mills’s eyes. He saw that failure was 
a serious thing with me, and said: ‘No, 
young man, if you owed me anything, 
I am sure you would pay it. I beg your 


pardon for taunting you of your loss.’ ’ 
“Well, this failure bursted our company. 


My furniture dealer told me that I 
could keep the furniture and pay’ him 
when I could.

“But, general, I though your fortune 
was made lumber?’

“The most 
of the money I have made has been 
in the lumber business, but my suc- 
cess did not come until: later on. 
When I came out of the army my first 
investment was in a brick-making con- 


cern in Detroit. I lost in this,. but. 


while running it I had put a little 
money in a small vessel. The vesse! 
‘paid for itself in less than a year. JI 
made other investments in lake ves- 
sels, and soon had quite a little capi- 
tal. The idea that there was money 
in the lumber business stuck to me. 
and I induced two capitalists named 
Moore to put in'some money with me 
to buy pine lands. ey were, in 
fact, to furnish the capital, and I was 
to have one-third of the profits for 
managing the business. The first year 
I bought $26,000 worth of timber, walk- 


ing 150 miles through the woods with) 


a pack on my back to select the tim- 
ber. I picked’ out a place for a log- 
ging camp, and spent that winter in 
getting the logs out for the market. 
I tock Mrs. Alger and:my oldest child, 
who was then with me, into the woods 
We drove a distance of 100 miles in 
a sleigh to the camp, and our home

Mr. Dodge had an 
agent named Frost in Detroit. I went 
to him and asked him what he woul | 
take for the land. He replied that Mr.” 
Dodge wanted $120,000 for it. I told 
him to telegraph an offer from me of

telegram came back, which read: “Tell 
Gen. Alger he can have the tract for 
$120,000, and all the:time he wants to 
pay for it in, if he will take it now, 
but that if it is not taken at once, the 
price will be $130,000...

There has been 
a heavy drop in the price of walnuts. 
It was found impossible to maintain 
the established price of 9 cents a pound, 
as eastern buyers would not pay so 
much. Growers outside of the Los Nie- 
tes Association have broken the price, 
and walnuts are now quoted at 742 
cents. Meantime, the Los Nietos As- 
sociation has disposed of about ninety 
carloads out of the one hundred which 


will constitute their crop, at 8% cents a 


pound, which is a pretty fair price. 

EARLY ORANGES. The first full 
carlead of navel oranges of the South- 
ern California season was shipped yes- 
terday from Covina by Porter Bros. 
Company to the eastern market, the 
fruit being of an especially handsome 
quatity, both in appearance and other- 
wise. A mixed carload of navels, seed- 
lings and lemons was shipped from 
Highland on October 23.

hemia: in all. five European factories.

morning’s rise in London was due to 
some such effort from this side. At 
all events, the rise which was thus 
stimulated here led to quick taking of 
profits, and to some further liquidation 
of long accounts, carrying prices below 
last night’s level. They hardened again 
and eased off finally, leaving fratttonal~ 
net gains inthe majority of cases. The* 
decrease in surplus reserves shown by 
the bank statement probably induced 
some ‘selling, though the change was 
deu in greater part to the heavy in- 
crease in deposits and the conse qjuent 
raising of the legal reserve limits than 
to the actual,decrease in cash. The 
large increase of loans in face of the 
heavy speculative accounts that have 
been closed out on the stock exchange 
during the week probably has te do 
with the Union Pacific’s sale. 

The week has seen a total loss of 
confidence on the part of the ‘pp-> 
erators who have been looking=hepe- 
fully for the turn in the tide of reac- 
tion on the stock exchange. On Friday 
there was heavy liquidation of hold- 
ings and sharp declines in prices, and 
so far as appearances go, no buying 
support for stocks at any concession, 
however violent. The ostensible mo- 
tive was fear of war with Spain on ac- 
count of Cuba, intensified by the call 
from the Chamber of Commerce for in- 
creased force to man our coast defenses 
and by the rature of public utterances 
of the United States ex-Minister to 
Spain. The depression took on rather 
an artificial and feverish tone before 
the day was over, and absurdly sensa- 
tional rumors were put in circulation 
to keep prices down while shorts cov- 
ered. These incidents,-coupled with 
today’s recovery, are significant tech- 
nical indications of a culmination of a 
marked movement just as heavy buy- 
ing, irregularity of*roseate views, sharp 
rises in prices and the stirring up of 
dead stocks are the technical concomi- 
tants of the culmination of a sustained 
rise. The declines on the weé@ik*“have 
reached 10 points in Sugar, 55 in New 
Jersey Central, and 3 points or over all 
through the active railroads and indus- 
trial stocks. Sugar’s special weakness 
has been due to the serious illness of 
the president of the company. The de- 
cline Of prices has continued now prac- 
tically without interruption of any im- 
portance since’ the second week in Sep- 
tember, when the culmination of the 
rise was reached. On Septembr 15 the 
average price of 20 railroad stocks was 
about $66.83 a share, and last night 
the average price of the same stocks 
was $57.20. 

On September 10 -he averave price 
of twelve leading industrials was $55.82 
a share. Last night it was $45.73. It is 
an invariable rule that an upward 
course of prices in the market does not 
terminate until it has apparently ex- 
ceeded itself, and reaction is a cer- 
tainty, corroborated by abundant his- 
torical precedent, even in the face of 
continuing favorable conditions. The 
rise which culminated in the second 
week in September can be, traced to 
its sources in the latter part of July. 
There had been improvement before 
then, and speculation on the prospect 
of business revival. But the final pas- 
sage of the tariff bill was accepted 
as clearing the industrial situation and 
giving settled conditions to work on. 
There'was some reaction in some prices 
afterward on profit taking, but for the 
most part the course was steadily up- 
ward. The growth of a conviction of a 
bountiful harvest and of an ureent 
demand for our products from abroad 
were reflected in the bull market of 
that period.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—The Financier 
says: “The bank statement for the 
current week is of a favorable charac- 
ter, no less than thirty-eight of the 
sixty-five ‘clearing-house institutions 
having participated in a loan expansion 
- of $6,885,300, reported. It is true that 
‘the changes of three of the larger banks 
account for $4,800,000 of the total inc- 
crease, but the smaller commercial in- 
stitutions figure more prominently in 
the aggregate than for some time past. 
This of itself is an encouraging symp- 
tom. The weel: was characterized by 
the revival of currency transfers to the 
south, New Orleans calling for a large 
portion of the shipments, on account of 
the cotton and sugar movement St. 
Louis has been handling a great deal 
of money that usually goes to the for- 
mer city, and the revival of business 
at New Orleans and at the centers 
tributary to it is regarded as encourag- 
ing on all sides. It is noteworthy that 
the National Park Bank. one of the 
institutions prominently connected with 
southern interests, made a large in- 
crease in its loans last week. The trend 
of money, however, is now largely in 
the direction of New York, domestic 
exchange having hardened perceptibly 
at most interior cities. The local banks 
are gaining in cash in consequence. The 
increase in deposits, in view of the ex- 
pansion in loans, is entirely logical. 
The Pacific foreclosure’ payments may 
be expected to figure in the statement 
fora few weeks to come, although the 
resuM of this settlement as now ar- 
ranged, ought not to disturb the mceney 
market. The settlements are more in 
the nature of a transfer to the treas- 
ury and again to the banks, but a 
short interval separating the begin- 
ning and the end of the whole affair. 
But since the January disbursement 
period intervenes, there may be a slight 
advance at the end of the vear. It is 
rather remarkable that the loans of 
the banks are still within five millions 
of dotars of the high point reached on 
September 18. In the same time depos- 
its have decreased $10.000,000, and cash 
no-less than $15,000,000.”

The Liverpool 
market was not a sharer to the full ex- 
tent in the previous day’s weakness 
here. Paris sent bullish advices; the 
week's clearances from all Atlantic 
ports were 5,575,216 bushels, and Liver- 
pool bids for Chicago No. 2 spring 
wheat were 3d. per quarter (% of a cent 
a bushel) higher than those of the day 
Before. The most bullish item of the 
early news, however, was the Ohio 
November crop report making the con- 
dition of wheat in that State 51 and 
the reduction in acreage 17 per cent. 
This report was made up before the 
recent rains, but had marked effect 
nevertheless, and was the main factor 
in the opening advance and the gain 
which followed. The news was not all 
bullish. The domestic receipts were no 
less liberal than before. Chicago had 
139 cars, compared with 222 a year 
ago; Minneapolis and Duluth reported 
1118 cars, against 715 last year. ‘The 
total receipts at the principal western 
markets were 1,181,824 bushels, against 
824.764 bushels the corresponding day 
of 1896. That would perhaps have some 
effect in checking the desire to buy had 
the shorts net been oversold, as 
evidently the case. Continental cables 
quoted declines of 124% centimes at Ant- 
20 centimes 
at Paris, besides 5 centimes decline.in 
flour at the latter place. Minneapolis 
wired that 2000 cars of wheat were 
looked for as the receipts there Mon-

The Emperor at once. dismissed 
his attendants, gave us hearty hand- 
Shakes and bade us be seated in front 
of a cheery coal fire in a large, com- 
fortable-looking  sittinhg-room. Gen. 
Curtin was evidently very much at 
home there, and from the packet under 
his arm he now productd a large black 
bottle. A servant brought lemons, 
cracked ice, a silver bowl containing a 
magnificent bunch of mint, loaf sugar, 
vermouth and brandy: . And thereupon, 
in ' presence, the American Minister 
gavé the Czar lessons in the art of 
ae mint juleps and whisky cock- 
ails. 

“The whisky was old Monongahela 
rye, sent to.,Gen. Curtin from the State 
of Pennsylvania, of which he had been 
Governor. His Majesty said he had 
never tasted anything as good in his 
life as the juleps, and he forthwith 
commissioned Gen. Curtin to order for 
the imperial cellars a large quantity of 
the rye-whisky, which he had never 
heard of*until- after the arrival of Cur- 
tin in St. Petersburg. Ten barrels of 
Monongahela rye were actually shipped 
from Pennsylvania not long afterward 
to the Czar. You’d never guess my 
part in the festivities. It was nothing 
less than telling nigger stories. Of 
course I knew plenty of them, having 
been brought up in the South in ante 
bellum, days, and. the Czar never tired 
of hearing them. Folk-lore tales and 
the quaint conversation between ‘Brer 
Rabbit’ and ‘Brer Bar’ delighted him.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN’S PLACE IN. 


RUSSIA. 

“The peculiar affection for the United 
States cherished in Russia, in spite of 
the Russians’ dislike for foreigners in 
general, is a national, a religious senti- 
ment. In every Russian church the vis- 
itor is impressed—if an American, he is 
astounded—by the prominent position 
in which he beholds three great por- 


- traits, displayed with reverence and 


deep significance. The first is that of 
‘Peter the Great, the father of Russia 
as we know it. The second is that of 
Abraham Lincoln, the liberator. The 
third is that of Alexander. That was 
an evening to be treasuréd up in mem- 
ory. But I spent one morning with 
the Czar, which was even more memor- 
able. 

“I used to report te His Majesty for 
orders’ every mofning\at 9 o’clock. This 
‘particular morning, after the rest had 
left the room, he invited me to accom- 
pany him out into the palace grounds, 
which cover, I suppose, the equivalent 
of about four New York city blocks. It 


was just then that Nihilists had en<-}~“

“Many innocent passers-by had lost 


tions of the wall had been. thrown 
down, the culprits escaping to a safe 
distance before the fuse burned down 
to the bomb. The nearer approach of 
these miscreants was to be appre- 
hended by digging under the walls or 
burrowing up through the sewers or 
lands. If this company’s device would 
render it impossible.to tunnel under 
the walls the imperial government 
would undoubtedly pay a large sum of 
money for it. Russia is never nig- 
gardly; the sum reed on was 500,000 
roubles, *about $250,000. All this I 
learned afterward. 

We found the barrier buried fifteen 
feet under ground, reaching to within 
a foot, perhaps, of the surface. It was 
in’ turn inclosed in a wooden box, and 
the earth over it was packed so as to 
leave. no indication of .jts presence. 
Four powerful dynamos were erected in 
the palace grounds. ‘Their currents 
were conveyed to the ‘barrier, which 
was in turn. so connected with an 
elaborate system of alarm gongs in the 
palace that contact with the steel net- 
work would not only be fatal to the 
person touching it, but would at. the 
same instant sound’ the alarm in the 


| palace. 
AN ELECTRICAL BARRIER AROUND 


| THE CZAR. 

“The Czar, in a few words, asked 
me-to make him an expert report on 
it. I agreed to pass the barrier with- 
out difficulty, provided he would al- 


low me to use two or three laborers 


and the ordinary tools of an. elec- 
He agreed. A couple of la- 
borers were sent at once to dig ‘out 
the earth from the~trench in which 
the barrier was buried, exposing” an 
area, four or five feet square of the 
inclosing box. With, a tenon saw I 
now. cut out a circular section, some 
four feet across from the box, exposing 
the steel netting within. The Czar 
all the while stood lqoking on. 
“From the kit of electrical tools I 
took some silk thread, a pair of rub- 
ber. gloves, a ‘pair of rubber-handled 
nipper’s, ‘a coil of copper wire and a 
rubber mat to stand on. Putting on 
the gloves, I made a circular loop of 
the wire,»leaving loose,one end, which 
I grounded. The loop, some four feet 
across, I proceeded to fasten in the 
steel netting, observing ‘the utmost 
precaution against coming in actua! 
contact with the netting, for that meant 
death. Holding the copper loop up 
to the netting until the two almost. 
but not quite, touched, I passed the 
silk thread from one xo the other by 
the nippers, drawing the threads 
tighter as'I progressed, until finally I 
had the entire copper loop secured to 
the barrier, making a complete circuit. 
‘Next I stuck the loose end of the 
copper wire into the ground and pro- 


) ceeded, with the rubber-handled nip- 


pers, to cut away, with impunity, all 
those meshes of the network which 
were inside the circumference of my 
copper loop. The powerful electric cur- 
rents were in the mean time passing 
harmlessly off into the ground: I had 
in technical terms, ‘short-circuited’ 
them. Now that the designated por- 
tion of the barrier had been cut away 
I walked backward and forward at 


‘will through the barrier which was to 


have cost £50,000. 
MIGHT HAVE MADE A FORTUNE. 

“The Czar smiled; and the company 
failed to negotiate the sale. I was af- 
terward informed that I might have 
made a good many thousands by keep- 
ing my own counsel. But that was not 
what I ‘was there for. As a matter of 
fact the reason why the Nihilists are 
so seldom successful in executing their 
plots is because the government, which 
is the Czar, employs so many abler Of- 
ficials to head them off. My own sug- 
gestion of a substitute for the buried 
steel barriers was simply an open 
treneh, fifteen feet deep and four feet 
wide on the inner side of which sen- 
tries should constantly patrol. As St. 
Petersburgh is built on swampy land, 
it would be necessary to keep pumps 
going constantly to keep water out of 
the trench. 

“This incident of the steel barrier 

serves to illustrate the general situa- 
tion existing between the Czar and the 
Nihilists. 
. “The Czar on the inside of the wall, 
continually employs more men, better 
men, and smarter men than the Ni- 
hilists; outside of the wall, can afford 
to muster. And the Czar pays well. 

“The melancholy that possessed Al- 
exander in the closing years of his life 
was due to several distinct causes. He 
had married a German Princess consid- 
erably older than himself, for whom he 
cherished but little personal affection. 
The Princess Dolgorouki, of that an- 
cient Russian stock which Peter the 
Great had driven from the throne, was 
loved devotedly by Alexander; but she 
was after all only a morganatic spouse. 
A new and hideous weapon was being 
used against him by invisible enemies. 
Sleeping and waking he was the prey 
to nervous. apprehensions. Yet was he’ 
a man of iron nerves, of great personal 
dignity, and of charming, unaffected 
manners. 


A DANGEROUS RIDE. 
“I was instructed one night to jump 
the box of a droshky in the palace

st ly kept for the use of the court, 
ana@ drive whoever should call that 
particular vehicle to whatever address 
he or she should designate. I pulled a 
big bear skin cap down over my face, 
threw on a fur coat and mounted the 
seat. Presently a noble lady of the 
court, muffled in furs, beckoned to me, 
and gave me the address of a rich 
money lender in a remote suburb. I 
finally found the place, and after my 
fare had gone inside, to pawn her dia- 
monds, or compromise her husband, I 


sat on the box in the icy wind until I/ 


was almost frozen. A beggar came 
limping by, in rags, and asked alms. 
I did not want to take my hands out 
of my pockets, but finally, to get rid of 
his importunity, I threw him a piece of 
money. He looked hard at me as I 
raised up my face, in the lamplight, 
and hobbled. away, more swiftly I 
thought than he had approached. © 

My fare came out, I drove her 
home. none the wiser, and I went to 
bed. The next morning by 8 o’clock I 
received a curt message to report to 
the Chief of Police. I felt vaguely that 
I. was in trouble. Jumping into the 
carriage, I called out to the driver to

I directed him to stop at the palace 
and in a few minutes was in the Czar’s 
presence, and had told him everything.

THE TWO PIECES OF PAPER. 

“For answer I took from my bosom 
the fragment of paper I had so recently 
received from the Emperor’s hands, 
and to my amazement, the Chief of 
Police, with a smile, took from the 
desk in front of him the corresponding 
fragment and bowed me out. I had 
traveled full speed from the Emperor 
to him, yet this piece ef paper which 
showed I had been on my master’s 
business, had preceded me. 

“Nihilism, after all, is simply the no- 
bles’ revenge. It is retaliation for the 
freedom of the serfs,aBy the stroke of 
his pen ,the Emperdr Alexander had 
freed 10,000,000 serfs and impoverished 
thousands of noble families. The na- 
ture of the Nihilism conspiracy can 
only be understood after some study 
of the conditions of Russian society 
at this end of the century. Every Rus- 
sian youth has a career mapped out 
for him. Let us say that the head of a 
noble Russian family has four sons, 
~whom: he sends to the university. Edu- 
cation, first of all, they must have, to 
fit them for any career. A., the eldest, 
is destined for government services. 
B., the second, is to be a doctor. C., 
the third, shall go into the army. D., 
the youngest, does not distinguish him- 
self in his studies and is the black 
sheep, as it were, of the family fold. 
When he does not pass his examina- 
tions his parents are.incensed. When 
his brethren have finished their uni- 


versity courses and are launched into 


life, D. is. still hanging on, drinking 
and dancing, dissipating his oppor- 
tunities and the liberal allowance his 
father makes him. At last the father 
loses patience and gives him a round 
sum ‘of money, bids him be gone, to 
America, to Africa, anywhere out of 
Russia, where he has disgraced .a 
proud name. But the youth has made 
friends at the university of other ne’er 
do wee’ls. Perhaps he has a mistress. 
Assuredly he is already a familiar fig- 
ure in the tractoirs or tea cafés. They 
meet ‘to bemoan his misfortune, and 
presto, they form themselves into a 
Nihilist circle. 

FORMING A NIHILIST CIRCLE. 

“The circle thus formed, a regular 
meeting place, a private room, we will 
say, in their favorite tractoir, is. se- 
lected as the rendezvous for conspiracy, 
as well as for sociat enjoyment. There 


‘they sup and drink and plot and dance. 


The very waiters who serve them are 
in the secret service of the Czar; a 
Russian officer is the -Czar’s wholly. 
He may not refuse the humblest mis- 
sion. Any enterprise which tends to 
confirm the safety or please the humor 
of his imperial master, it is the officer’s 
privilege and pleasure as well as his 
sworn duty, to undertake. 

‘**Form more circles,’ comes the word 
from the chief, the arch conspirator of 
all, say. Troubetskoy, in Geneva, ‘and 
then form a plot.’ So they help on th 
formation of other circles, and at la 
the plans for the actual] demonstration, 
the blow at the life of majesty itself, 
or some prominent general or faithful 
officer in the Czar’s service, are ready 
for final arrangement. 

‘Now the secret. police- have long 
ssince been aware of what is going on, 
and arranging in their turn for their 
‘grand coup: There are Many ways by 
which the formation of: the new circle 
may have been brought to. the knowl- 
edge of the police. The waiters in the 
tractoir, as mentioned, may be spies, 
who report regularly to the authorities. 
Or one of the invited may have lost 
his nerve, in spite of the fearfti] oath 
he took on entrance, an oath requiring 
him to die rather than to betray his 
comrades, binding him to commit sui- 
cide rather than submit to arrest, and 
so endanger the safety of his brother 
conspirators. He may have told all to 
his mistress, and invited her into the 
circle. She, being devout, like most 
Russian women, goes to confession and 
confides to the priest that she has 
joined. the circle, or that she loves a 
man who is a member of it. . 

CAPTURING THE CIRCLE. 

“Never mind, my daughter,”’ says the 
priest, “don’t let that trouble you. I'll 
absolve you; and if you will send your 
friend to me, I will absolve him, also.”’ 
Whereupon the priest straightway tells 
all to the government, for he is him- 
self a part of the governmental system, 
and when the lover comes to confes- 
sion—if he is foolish enough—he is not 
seen again at the circle. He disappears 
mysteriously. There are many myste- 
rious disappearances in Russia. —

EXTRAORDINARY MISCONDUCT OF 
CITY ASSESSOR’S DEPARTMENT. 


r 


Innumerable Blunders in the As- 
sessment of Property—Petitions 
Pouring in from Taxpayers, 
Consulting Engineers Selected 
for the Water Company Fight. 


For some time past evidence has been 
accumulating that the present. admin- 
istration of the City Assessor's office 
is the rankest and most inefficient that 
has ever been known in the history of 
Los Angeles. The grossest and most 


! 


has recom- | 
mended that ieur consulting engineers | 


inexcusable errors in the preparation 
of the assessment roll are daily com- 
ing to light. The City Council has 
been flooded with petitions from tax- 
payers, asking the rectification of blun- 
ders in the assessment of .their prop- 
erty. Numbers of lots have been 
omitted fram the assessment roll alto- 
gether, and in one instance a block of 
lifty-five lots was thus exempted from 
taxation. Thus far the evidence may 
point enly to gross carelessness ‘and 
misteasance in the conduct of the de- 
partment. The discoveries already 
made, however, indicate an utter lack 
of system and a laxity which gave 
abundant opportunity for corrupt prac- 
tices among the Assessor's deputies. 

L. S. Seaman, the present City Asses- 
ser, Was elected to office on December 
7, 1896. One of his first acts after as- 
suming office was to ask of the City 
Council, a large increase, both in the 
numbef and in the “pay of his depu- 
ties. This was refused. Seaman had 
turned out nearly all of the experi- 
enced men who had previously served 
in the department, and in their piaces 
a horde of Democratic wardheelers and 
strikers were installed. With such dep- 
uties as these it is not strange that the 
results have been far from satisfactory. 

The work of the Assessor's depart- 


acy. The deputies are expected to 
prepare the assessment roll, showing 
the actual value and the assessed value 
of every piece of taxable property in 
the city. The roll must show the value 
of all real estate, whether it is im- 
proved or vacant, and the value Of im- 
provements, if any there are. Intelli- 
gence as well as exaciness is essential 
to a proper performance of the work. 

There is no practical check upon the 
Assessor's Work until the assessment 
roll has been turned over to the Tax 
Collector, and the collection of taxes 
has begun. Then those errors which’ 
result fnjuriousily to the taxpayers be- 
zin to come to light. Naturally mis- 
takes of under-valuation, causing loss 
only to the'city, pass for the most 
part undiscovered. | 

Fur weeks past petitions have been 


pouriag into the City Clerk's office, 
asking the Council to correct errors 
made by the Assessur. One of the 


commonest causes ef complaint is that 
vacant property has been assessed as 
improved, the owner being taxed beth 
for the value of the ground and for 
the value of imaginary improvements 
which have never existed.

Already the wark of correcting the 
Assessor's blunders has entailed upon 
the city an expense of hundreds of dol- 
lars. Nor will the evil effects be con- 
fined to the current fiscal year. For 
years to come complications will arise, 


/-and in some cases litigation may re- 


Sult. 

As vet it is impossible to estimate 
the full extent to which the city’s rev- 
enue for the current year will be im- 
paired. Probably the loss resulting 
form the mistakes that are discovered 
will not exceed a few thousand dollars. 
But it is an inevitable consequence of 
the ,\ssessor’s misconduct of his de- 
partment that heavy loss has heen sus- 
tained throygh the improper valuation 
of property. It is safe to assume that 
much improved property has heen as- 
sessed as vacant, and that in many in- 
stances valuations have been. dispro- 
portionately low, | 

Some errors must always occur in the 
preparation of the: assessment roll. 
Double assessments, erroneous valua- 
tions and omissions of property from 
the roll have occurred.in previous years, 
But never. in the history of the city 
has the City Assessor's department 
been so inexcusably mismanaged as un- 
der the administration of tl. S. Sea- 
man. 

The utter inefficiency of the deputies 
whom he has installed has taken meney 
out of the pocket of every taxpayer.

It was agreed by the Finance Com- 
mittee that each of the engineers shall 
receive a retainer of $250, which shall

Jack Todd, Gambler and Thief, Mast 
Leave Town. 


Jack Todd pleaded guilty to the 
charge of petty larceny in Police Court
